The mediators 
had planned three ses- 
sions today, the first beginning at 11 
o'clock. 
Cp to that time they had not 
heard of Ruiz 
appointment, 
but 
the 
over night development on the retire- 
ment of Portillo was receiving close at- 
tention, as the mediators h:id carried on 
all their negotiations with him up to this 
time. 


Had Dealt With Rojas. 


The proposition 
of good oflices was 
made to Rojas and 
accepted 
by 
lii:u. 
The acceptance of armistice also came 
from Rojas. 
So that his removal took 
away one wiio had been a'chief figure iu 
the ]irogress thus far made. 


The mediators stated, however, that 
the retirement of Rojas wouki in no w:iy 
affect the negotiations. 
It was pointed 
out that the acceptance of the Huerta 
government, botli of good oflices and tlie 
armistice, was incomplete so that 
re- 
tirement of P>ojas was construed by the 
mediators as being merely the change of 
one man and not of great significance on 
the main issues of mediation. 


This view was further confirmed when 
word was received that Ruiz had suc- 
ceeded Rojas. 
The disp..tch reached the 
ambassador .shortly 
before the 
media- 
tors had got together for their first cou- 
fcrenco of tlin day. 


Chance Either Way. 


The fact that Ruiz had been mention- 
ed as probable Huerta commissioner in 
case tho mediators proposed a commi.'-- 
.sion to settle the entire trouble, led to 
the belief that Ruiz Avould pursue the 
same frietull3' polic.y that 
Rojaa liad 
shown iu tlie negotiations up to 
this 
time. 
Rut in some quarters it was felt 
tliat Huerta himself 
was directing n f- 
fairs with a strong hand, and that Raiz 
was more amenable to Huerta's direction 
than Rojas had been. 


It was pointed out that according to 
the Mexican constitution the minister of 
foreign affairs succeeds to the presidency 
in case the president retires, where there 
is no vice president, as is the case now 
in Mexico. 
Hence Rojas was next in line 
for the presidency and Ruiz is now in 
that position. 


Seuor Ruiz has been in the Mexican 
government in various 
capacities 
for 
man.y years, 
but has 
never afliHat?d 
himself with any particular faction. His 


erty, largely 
owned by Eng'Iish inter- 
ests. 


A feature that relieved fears of ten- 
sion today was the report that Huerta 
had ordered the release at Zacatecas of 
Dr. Edward Ryan, of the American Red 
Cross.

SILVER LAKE IN BAD WAY. 


Ten Families Quarantined for Smallpox 
in Kosdusko Towa. 


Warsaw, Ind., May 2,—Appalling con- 
ditions were foimd to exist at 
Silver 
Lake, when Dr, N. H. Thompson, secre- 
tary of the board of health at Wabash, 
visited the town. As & reBoIt, more thaa 
ten families are under quarantine for 
smallpox. 


Among those under quarantine are the 
town barber, the town druggist and the 
town health officer, all of whom thought 
they were suffering from chickenpox. The 
Silver Lake health officer was snflfering 
from the most severe case in the town 
and all the time was under the impres- 
sion that he had chickenpox. 
Citizens 
who were broken out with th.e disease 
were allowed to be ufwn the streets and 
for tiis reason the disease has become 
more widely 
spread tlian would have 
been the case had a strict quarantine 
been maintained. 


All of those who are afflicted, with the 
disease have been put under quarantine 
and it is hoped that the afl'liction can be 
stamped out before any fatalities resi'Jt. 


OIL GUSHER IN VAN WERT FIELD. 


Ohio, May 2.—The residents 
of "S'ork townshi)i are much excited over 
the drilling in of a gusher on the farm 
of Truman K. Roberts, three miles north- 
west of Vencdocia, which is now produc- 
ing over 200 barrels of the fluid daily, 
without a trace of water and which is 
expected to continue to produce at that 
rate for some.time to come. 
This is the 
secondw well that has been put down on

Novel Idea, 


The citv of Andorson has just given the world a nov- 
felty ID modem rniv^ading for reforra—a 
health 
day" 
celebration in which thousands participated, arid in which 
the stellar feature was a pageant depicting the evolution 
•of the germ and its progress from its source to the state 
ill which it works its deadly havoc on public health. 
We 
are 
somewhat 
familiar 
with 
''health 
weeks"—Fort 
Wayne a few years ago staged a movement of this char- 
acter. We were entertained and instriicted in matters of 
health and pure foods by a collection of exhibits, exam- 
ples, illustrations and specimens, but they were displayed 
in an auditorium, with lecturers in attendance to explain 
the showing and impress the lesson it was designed to con- 
vey. Thousands saw it, and imquestionabl_y the effect was 
"beneficial and helpful. 


But it was sedate, decorous and staid. It lacked the 
blare of bands and the panoply of pageantry. 
It had 
nothing of the elements of circus day. and there were no 
shouting, cheering multitudes to acclaim it as the enter- 
prise passed in review—for it didn't pass, Tt must be ad- 
mitted that for both noise and novelty, Anderson's health 
movement has set a new pace for the country. Tt is said to 
haye been the first of its kind in the United States. There 
were lectures, of course, but they made little headway with 
popular attention as against some half a hundred floats 
'depicting common errf)^ in sanitation, lack of precaution 
Rgainst germs, the viciousncss of the house fly and the rat, 
and the necessity for cleanliness of person and premises—• 
all stringing out to the length of a mile or more in proces- 
sion along the principal streets of the cit}^ 


î^ow it is said the idea is to be taken up by other cities 
who propose to outdo Anderson in this direction, but one 
must doff his hat to the Madison county capital. It was at 
least first with the idea that perhaps, after all, what we 
need to impress health lessons is the sugar-coating that 
the glare and glitter, of the street parade can best supply. 


The Indiana Tax association has proceeded to com- 
plete its organization by the adoption of a constitution in 
due and regular form and now proposes to Q:et down to 
business in the matter of reforming the tax situation. All 
of which is ver}^ fine. Still, it may be unwise to allow j^our 
optimism to lead you to expect that tax reform is going to 
be cairied-^c- the degree of perfection that will make fu- 
ture visits to the office of the tax-collector wholly super- 
lous and entirely unnecessary. 


The senate-is about to have its shy at debate on the re- 
peal of the Panama canal tolls exemption,, and we may con- 
fidently expect a perfect deluge of impassioned orator}^ 
from that quarter, both for and against the repeal. 
By 
way of variety, Senator Norris has just proposed arbitra- 
tion of the dispute as to the right of the United States to 
discriminate in favor of its own vessels. It will presently 
be discovered that the whole matter is settled and thafi 
there is really nothing left to arbitrate. 


Speaking for the progressive national committee at

United States Highway Expert in Allen County 


to Aid in Establishmen 
Better Roads System 


Herman JJ. Arbena, 
United 
States 
Benor engineer from the office of public 
roads of the national agricultural depart- 
ment is in Allen county -working in con- 
junction with William G. Tonkel, high- 
way sperintendent, and at the end of 
three or four weeks of investigation he 
will make a report to his department 
»uggesting methods of improvement in 
the road system. This will be communi- 
cated to the members of the board of 
county commissioners for their enlighten- 
ment and guidance in bringing about the 
improvement and advancement that ~is 
being sought here in common ^vith the 
(irorld in general. 


•\ATiat is an United States senior en- 
gineer? 
In the first place he must be a 
graduate 
ot 
some 
technical 
school, 
«(juipped with a diploma and must have 
bad sufficient practical experience to en- 
liblte him to st^nd a rigid civil service ex- 
amination. 


This is the starting point. 
From this 
he must by careful study and actual con- 
tact with the many great problems em- 
braced in his calling be able to go into 
a communitj', note the topographical con- 
iitions, the material at hand and that 
tasiest obtained, the road system 
in 
vogue and make deductions that will en- 
able htm to suggest a better system and 
the most practical methods of improving 
ikhe public highways that he finds. 


This particular engineer is a man with 
a family of four children, has devoted a 
number of years before he became an 
engineer to road and street improvement 
Work, is a student and a thorough en- 
thusiast wlio is working in the broad 
highway of advancement with a zeal that 
Is so contagious that he has already 
transmitted at least part of it to local 
officials, although he has been here for 
t, few days only. 


Established in 1895. 


The department in which he is working 
was established' about 1895 and very nat- 
urally the object was to 
secure 
good 
roads in all the states of the Union. 


In addition to the engineers it sends 
out over the coimtry special lecturers 
who are provided with lantern slides il- 
lustrating the conditions found when the 
great task was undertaken and the grad- 
ual improvement that has followed the 
bersistent efforts for betterment and the 
Atmdred and one things that naturally 
attend a stupendous national movement 
of this character. 


Bulletins are sent out at regular inter- 
vals to all parts of the Unictd States 
fraught with suggestiona derived from 
tlie «sqptfieniieft of the counties and stdt^ 
ihA^ luMv« «xtarad Miiou^jr 
upon 
«x- 


tensive plans of road improvement and 
diligent effort is made to Keep constantly 
in touch with the people who ought to 
be most interested. 


Apathy Great Obstacle. 


Apathy is the great obstacle in the way 
of the department. 
Farmers who own 
property abutting 
on 
highways 
that 
should be carefully maintained find that 
their own personal affairs demand most 
of their time and that through the pe- 
riods of the year when weather condi- 
tions are most favorable to road build- 
ing and to repair work they are too busy 
to take it up. 


When the farm work is taken care of 
the weather is generally bad and the 
farmer either can not work or prefers to 
rest and deterioration follows. The rem- 
edy for this is obvious—the employment 
of men for the work in the same manner 
in which they are employed for cleaning 
and repairimg streets in the cities. 


Public highways have not received the 
same special attention given to other 
important items of development and they 
have not kept pace with advancement in 
other lines. 


They are worthy of the application of 
the same scientific principles that have 
been applied to the great railway sys- 
tems that have grown apace with civil- 
ization, but it has been a most diffibcult 
task to imbue the minds of the people at 
large with this idea. 


How the Thing Is to B6 Done. 


In order to obtain the presence of a 
senior highway engineer and the benefit 
of his knowledge and experience it is 
necessary to make application through 
the congx-essman from the district to the 
agricultural department. 


Hon. Cyrus Oline secured Mr. Arbenz 
and through his good offices the canvass 
that is now under way was instituted. 
His advice and suggestions will be for- 
mulated in a report which mil later be 
transmitted through the proper chan- 
nels. 
. 


Mr. Arbenz will take into account con- 
struction, maintenance and . administra- 
tion. 
Indiana has met the government 
more than half way in the matter by the 
enactment of a statute that centralizes 
the supervision of highway matters in 
one man and the one man in Allen coun- 
ty is William G. Tonkel, 


Mr. Tonkel, as has been befoi'e stated, 
secured his appointment by reason of bis 
intelligent and persistent care of the Leo 
road, of which he had charge under the 
old system. 
This road had served for 
yeai's as a model and its superintendent 
was the logical man for-the place cre- 
ated under one of tbe best road enaojt- 


ments that has ever passed through the 
hands of Indiana ^solons. 


He has already proven his worth and 
the engineer is satisfied that the au- 
thorities have made a good selection. 
Like all government employes, Mr. Ar- 
benz is not communicative and he has 
not said in so many words that Mr. Ton- 
kel is capable, but he has taken up the 
work with Mm in a way to indicate that 
he recognizes his ability. 


The Matter of Maintenance. 


Maintenance is largely governed by lo- 
cal conditions. It is not always possible 
to obtain at a reasonable cost the ma- 
terial best suited to this department of 
road work and it is the duty of the en- 
gineer to ascertain the best available 
material, to give his reasons for making 
the selections and to tell how to put it 
on the highways at the least cost to the 
county. 


In this same connection the old proverb 
of "a stitch in time saves nine," is admir- 
ably fitted for use. 
The logical plan is, 
of course, the establishment of a daily 
patrol, as this method insures immediate 
and lasting results and in the absence of 
means to secure this the engineer is ex- 
pected to evolve the second best plan and 
advise its adoption. 


Maintenance is regarded as equally as 
important as construction, as no matter 
what kind of material is used in road- 
making it must constantly be watched 
for signs of deterioration and remedies 
must be applied at once from an eco- 
nomic standpoint. 


Construction Bis Issue. 


It is hardly worth while for an en- 
gineer or anybody else to assert that 
construction is a big issue. 
Engineers 
who have traveled the country for years 
and have had the benefit of observation 
are admirably suited to recommend the 
best material for • each portion of 
the 
United States. 


In making selections, topogiaphy, cli- 
mate, occupations and industries must 
be taken into consideration so that it can 
be seen readily that the duties of the 
engineers extend beyond the highway 
alon,e. 
The, amount and . kind of traffic 
are to be tiiken into account, drainage 
conditions are to be investigated and 
deep study is absolutely essential, and 
for that reason the department permits 
a man to 1 remain long enough in one 
communitylto acquaint himself thorough- 
ly with these elements-. 


Wlien the water-bound macadam road 
was discovered a few years ago it <was 
thoroughly believed and believed gener- 
I ally that the; solution of the good roads 
problem haid b ^ arrived at. 


Stopped Further Investigation, 


Further investigations 
were 
stopped 
and the communities comprised of the 
moat energetic, advanced and intelligent 
citizens immediately took 
upon 
them 
selves the duty of building mile after 
mile of thoroughfares of this kind. 


Then came the motor vehicle. For the 
first year or two the automobile was 
sent skimming over the surfaces, the oc- 
cupants of the machines enjoyed the ex- 
hilaration of great speed and the comfort 
of smooth roadbeds, and then came tlie 
awakening, 


Mateadam would no stand the increased 
weight and the increased speed and the 
farmer who had enjoyed good roads was 
up in arms against the auto driver who 
went speeding by his place, throwing out 
the gravel and practically destroying the 
road that he had up to that time consid- 
ered the acme of ^construction and regard- 
ed as indestructible. 


Naturally he felt an aversion to the 
improved method of travel and he. was 
not slow in showing his displeasure, but 
he found out that the machine was here 
to stay and then the question of build- 
ing roads that it would not destroy en- 
tered his mind. 


Next thing many of the farmers in- 
dulged in automobiles themselves, found 
they liked them and this created an en- 
thusiasm in favor of road betterment. 
There is no doubt in the mind of the 
public that the use of auto vehicles will 
become more general in the covu-se of a 
few years and this is bound to give im- 
petus to good road-building. 


Must Work Out System. 


There are too many roads in 
Allen 
coimty. 
One of the chief tasks of the 
engineer Avill be to evolve a system by 
which trunk lines may be established and 
this i will eventuate, if followed out, in 
the abandonment of many roads that are 
now being maintained at big expense. 


Mr. Arbenz will devote himself first to 
picking out the roads best adapted to a 
primary system. 
In selecting these he 
will take the main roads l e a d i n g from 
each section of the county to the shipping 
and marketing centers. 


He will find inlersecting these trunks 
many parallel roads so close to each other 
that i^ will be an easy matter to elim- 
inate some and reduce the number of 
what he/terms "feeders" to a minimum 
without seriously 
inconveniencing 
the 
people interested. 


In qther words, there ai-e many farms 
that a^e in easy access of two cross- 
roads, The vacation of-either would not 
work a, great haxdship on anybody, but 
-«roitid g r ^ i y reduce-the 
eroense 
of 


maintenance or rather would permit the 
money divided between two to be put on 
one which would very naturally mean 
one good road instead of two bad ones. 


These cross-roads are depended upon 
for the secondary systems and it is there- 
fore necessary for an engineer to ac- 
quaint himself minutely with the needs 
of each community before he can be ex- 
pected to work out a comprehensive sys- 
tem- 


To Make it Clearly Understood. 


If his plans, or rather the plans gen- 
erally advised by the department, are 
carried out, Mr. Arbenz wiU select roads 
radiating from Fort Wayne 
and 
the 
smaller towns in the county in every di- 
rection. He will designate them as trunk 
lines. 
• In rebuilding or improving them it 
will be necessary to take into account 
both the amount of traffic and the kind. 
This is done with a view of determining 
the kind of material best adapted to 
each—the sort calculated to stand the 
wear and tear with the least amdimt of 
wear proportionate to the travel. 


Traffic naturally congesta at the limits 
of the cities and towns for the reason 
that the people from all of the feeders 
pass over these portions of the main 
stems. 
, 


Heavier material is required at the 
limits than at any other point, and it 
can gradually be made lighter as it wends 
its way from the centers of population, 
because the farther it travels the lighter 
the traffic becomes. 


Most people have noticed 
that 
the 
worst stretches of road are thosé within 
a mile of the limits of Fort Wayne. 
Why? 
Because they-are traveled 
by 
more people than any other portion, but 
this has not been taken into account in 
the construction. 


Material and Location. 


For a number of years 
the 
United 
States government has been experiment- 
ing with a view of finding a road ma- 
terial that will withstand the wear of 
heavy traffic. 


Of course, there is brick on a concrete 
foundation and this might be offered ae 
a solution. 
Wben it is taken intd ac- 
count, however, that this material is al- 
most prohibitive on accoimt of the in- 
itial cost, it can easily be >8een that the 
experts have a stiipendous undertaking 
on their liands. 


The question of residency does not 
enter largely into the matter, because 
motor traffic is rapidly superceding horse- 
drawn vehicles'and the tendency in that 
direction .is sufficient to warrant the be-. 
lief that there- is little use to bother 
about , whether the surface of roads is 


hard or whether it has that "springiness" 
necessary to prevent "stoving up" the 
horses that are driven over it. 


Roads that are entirely level are not 
desirable and the practical builder had 
rather have a few easy grades than to 
proceed over coimtry that ofiers none at 
all. All of the most experienced and the 
most learned men in this line recognize 
that there are too many 
long, 
steep 
grades. 


These provide surfaces 
for 
washing 
that render it impossible to^ keep roads 
in repair. 
Drainage is one of the pri- 
mary essentials of intelligent construc- 
tion and where a moderate amount of 
this is supplied by natural conditions it 
is regarded as a great advantage. 


Lowlands to Be Considered. 


Roads in the lowlands ought not to 
be considered in the same 
manner 
as 
those that have the advantage of eleva- 
tions. 
Consequently the experts in their 
investigations have been-' unable and do 
not expect to ever be able to find material 
that will be adapted to all climates and 
all localities. 


AlS a matter of fact, it is highly desir- 
able that each section of every highway 
be constructed of material best suited 
to its particular demands. 
Bituminous 
binders, tar 
preparations 
inteljigently 
mixed with road materials, have been 
found satisfactoiy, and so have the vege- 
table preparations, such as glutrin. 


Binders of these material applied with 
macadam have given good satisfaction 
where they have been 
used 
properly. 
Concrete is excellent in some places and 
many roads are being built of it, but it 
is not adapted to general use. 


Cutting Away the Sod. 


Mr. Arbenz found on his arrival that 
one great stride in maintenance had been 
made by Mr. Tonkel before his aiTÎval in 
Fort Wayne. 
Mr. Tonkel has been re- 
quiring his assistants to cut away the 
sod that encroaches upon the sides of 
the roadbeds. 


This provides better drainage, facilities 
and instead of standing on the 
roads 
after the rains, the water flows into the 
ditches at the sides and is properly taken 
care of. 


Tlie department of agriculture in its 
roads department has 
established 
the 
most complete testing laboratory in the 
world. This is designed for the free use 
of the states and coimties and the ivprk 
of analyzing is done gratis. 


In order to secure an analysis the of- 
ficials must first obtain from the depart- 
ment the proper blanks,, ] These are. to 
be filled out showing thé kind of ma- 
terial, whore obtained» -^hether or not it 
has been used and if it hAs been« what 


results were obtained, and all o'tiKT iie^^ 
tails, and are to be sent with the ma-i; 
terial.

lu connection with the laboratory is 
library that is also the moat complete in | 
the world. All of the best works on rpadl 
building and 
material 
are 
upon

shelves and in their researcheB the men 
in charge have had all of the standaxd v 
foreign works trraslated into English. 


Allen county has some good roads and 
some mighty bad ones. It has too many;, 
roads, and many of them can possibly; 
be eliminated if a system is evolved aad^ 
adopted. 


Mr. Arbenz is impressed with the parts 
of the coimty he has seen and rests flbrm 
in the belief that the energy and af- 
fluence suggested by ythe farm boiuw, the 
carefully tilled farms and good buiDd- 
ingB that he has seen means that im- 
proved roads will come, and come rap* 
idly.

Honor of First Enrollment on Nickel Plate Retired Em- 
; ployes'List Falls to Dennis McCarthy 


A fitting climax to the long railway 
career of Engineer ]>ennis McCarthy is 
being the first employe on the line west 
of BelleA'UB £b be placed on the retired 
list. He had charge of a 
construction 
train locomotive in building the road, had 
charge of the engine piilling the 
first 
passenger train oA'er the line and pre- 
sided at the throttle of a locomotive pull- 
ing one of the beat passenger trains in 
service between this city and Chicago 
ever aipce the road Avas opened to busi- 
ness. 
Engineer McCarthy's experiences 
on railroads has many interesting and 
remarkable features. 


Was Driver on a Dirt Cart. 


When a mere lad Dennis began work 
for the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Clii- 
cago road at Crestline in the capacity of 
a driver on a dirt cart engaged in pre- 
paring the ground for the erection of the 
round house. 
Later he served in a simi- 
lar capacity in preparing the site of the 
Continental hotel, Avhich occupies 
the 
three-cornered piece of ground betAveen 
the three raihvays crossing each other at 
that point. 
\Mien this Avork Avas accom- 
plished, ho Avorked in other 
capacitie.s 
about the railAA'ays and for business men 
in Crestline until he could secure , a po- 
sition as fireman on the road. 


Became a Fifeoian in 1865. 


He applied for and secured a position 
as fireman on the road and August' 27, 
1865, he started out on his first trip in 
that capacity Avith Engineer Jacob 
A. 
Keplinger, on through freight betAvccn 
Fort Wayne 
and Crestline, Avith head- 
quarters in this city, having moved here 
in the meantime. 
He continued in that 
capacity, most of the time A\ith Engin- 
eer Keplinger, until August 
17, 
1870, 
Avhen he was promoted to engineer. This 
promotion was made on the same'day of 
the month as his acceptance of a job ^ a 
fireman 
and the first trip out as an en- 
gineer-began at the same hour of the 
day as did his first trip out in the^ ca- 
pacity of fireman, .though there Avas a 
period of five years betAveen the two in- 
cidents. 


Goes to the C., H. & D. 


In the spring of 1876, Mr. McCarthy 
resigned iiis position Avith the Pittsburg, 
Fort ^^'ayne and Chicago road and took 
a similar position Avith the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton, Avith a run be- 
tAA'cen Lima and .Dayton, Avhere he re- 
mained a year. 
He Avas an extra pas- 
senger engineer and early in' the summer 
of 1870 he took the first excursion train 
from Lima into the grounds at the Sol- 
diers' home at Dayton, the track leading 
tJiere having just 
l)eeu 
rebuilt 
Avith 
heavy rails, 
f ^ e old line Avas construct- 
ed of light rails, over AA'hich a "dummy" 
Avhich combined 
in itself 
a locomotive 
and a coach Avas the only means of get- 
ting frojn the city depot to the grounds. 
The engine handled by INfr. IMcCarthy on 
that CK-Casion Avas No. 77, Avhich Avas pat- 
terned aft er the Boone engines on the 
Pennsylvania, and, in fact, a part Avas 
built in the Fort "Wayne 
shops. 
It 
hauled 
on 
that 
occasion 
seA^enteen 
coEtches, each loaded to its full capacity, 
tlie lieaviest passenger train pulled oA'er 
that part of the C., H. & D. \ip to that 
time. 
Master Mechanic John Black rode 
in the cab of the locomotive the entire 
trip, making notes of tho action of the 
engine. 
S. K. Blair, then a train dis- 
patcher on the C., H. & D., AA'as also on 
the train, looking after its movements 
OA-er t t e line. 
That trip Avas made be- 
fore the advent of airbrakes and 
the 
t r a i n ' h a d four brakemen, 
AVIIO set the 
brakes by hand. 
Speaking about 
the 
matter, Engineer McCarthy said: 


''I felt just as safe Avith those four 
trusty felloAvs at the brakes as I eA^er 
did Avith the latest design of airbrakes." 


Master Mechanic John Black, of the 0., 
H. & D., Avas the grandfather of Master 
Mechanic W. G. Black, of 
the 
Nickel 
Plate. 


Returns to the Pennsylvania. 


"One day after completing a run over 
the C., H. Si. D., I passed by a special 
train on the P., F. 
& C.. While going 
to my home,"' said Jlr. McCarthy. 
"I 
heard some one call my name, and look- 
ing areund, beheld Supt. C. D. Gorham 
leaning out of the gangAvay of a car and 
motioning to me. 
I Avent back and he 
said: 
'Denny, hoAV Avould you like to 
come back to our road?' 
'I'd like it first 
rate,' I replied, and the next Aveek found 
me back on a freight engine running be- 
tAveen Fort Wayne and Crestline." he 
said. 
"While I AVorked on the C.. H. & 
D. I ran the first coal-burning engine on 
that line, and also had the first engine 
equipped Avith injectors on 
the 
road," 
continued Mr. McCarthy. 


Helps Build the Nickel Plate. 


Mr. JfcCarthy resigned his position on 
the Pennsylvania in the spring of 1881" 


DENNIS M'CARTHY. 


and took charge of an engine pulling the 
Avork train in the construction of 
the 
Nickel Plate road from I'l-rt Wayne to 
Chicago. 
He Avas thus engaged a year 
and during that time he became acquaint- 
ed with all of tin; farmers living along 
the line, and Avith the greater portion 
of the residents of the towns and cities 
through Avhich the; road Avas built. 
"1 
think 1 have eaten in every farmhouse 
betAveen this city and Chicago," lie said. 
"[ think a good deal of those farmers and 
am soriy that I will no longer see them 
standing at the sjde of tho track or in 
their iields, Avaving their hands at me as 
my train passes, and I believe they Avill 
miss me," and the expression on the face 
of the A'eteran engineer testified to the 
sorroAv the thought gave him. 


Hauled the First Passenger Train. 


The first passenger 
train 
over 
the 
Nickel Plate 
A A - R S a special carrying Wil- 
liam H. YanSerbilt, the president of the 
New York Central; 
General Passenger« 
Agent Pardee, of the same 
company; 
Calvin S. Brice, the builder of tho Nickel 
Plate, and other interested parties. 
It 
was an inspection trip and it resulted in 
change of oAvnership of 
the 
property, 
Vanderbilt purchasing it. 
Dennis Mc- 
Carthy and Fireman George Smith Avere 
in the cab of th% engine Avhich pulled 
that train. 
So Avell Avas it handled that 
it attracted attention from Mr. Vander- 
bilt, Avho got out of his par, Avalked to 
the engine, and Avhile he praised the en- 
gineer and fireman for their good work, 
handed $10 to Mr. McCarthy and $5 to 
Fireman Smith. 
Tlie latter fired for En- 
gineer McCarthy four or fiA'c years, on 
the a , H. & D. and on the Nickel Plate. 
Made Record-Breaking Mileage. 


The road Avas opened to'^tisiness Oc- 
tober 2a, 1882, and Avith engine 163 En- 
gineer McCarthy took tlie 
first 
train 
irom Fort Wayne to Chicago. 
He re- 
mained i n .'the serA'ice in that capacity, 
making his last trip yesterday, luitil the 
rules of the company compelled liim to 
retire to the pension list. 
No engineer 
worked more steadily than ISIr. McCarthy 
and none has a better mileage record, it 
is believed. 
For over thirty-tAvo years 
ho has coA'ercd the 141 miles between 
Fort Wayne and Stony 
Island 
seven 
times each AA'eek, missijig not OA'er a 
dozen runs in that time. 
This means 987 
miles per Aveek, 51,324 miles per year and 
a total of 
1,591,044 miles during the 
thirty-one years he handled a passenger 
train on the Nickel Plate. 


Had Only One Fatality. 


The only accident in which there was 
a loss of life Engineer McCarthy 
met 
with during his long service Avas'about 
tAvelve years 
ago at Valparaiso. 
The 
night was dark and foggy and as the 
train crossed one of the streets in the 
outer edge of the 
town, 
the 
engine 
struck a buggy in Avhich three girls Avere 
riding. 
The 
fireman 
Avag putting in a 
fire at the time and Engineer McCarthy 
did not see' the rig nor know of the ac- 
cident until he reached Hammond, where 


the agent discovered a part of a buggy 
on the pilot. 
An investigation revealed 
the startling fact that one 
girl 
was 
killed 
outright 
and another died soon 
after the accident, AA'hile the tlurd Avas 
badly hurt, but recovered. 
The 
only 
other accident of importance experienced 
by Engineer McCarthy Avas Avhen his en- 
gine jumped the rails Avhen it struck a 
coAV near Hobart and rolled on its side 
down a twelve-foofc embankment. 
The 
cars romained on the rails and another 
engine took them to Cliicago Avithout 
much loss of time. 
Mr. McCarthy and 
his fireman Avent down in the ditch Avith 
their engine, but neither AAas hurt nor 
Avas the engine in the least damaged. 


Worked for Eight Superintendents.

seiwice on the railroaxls Afr. McCarthy 
Avorked under eight superintendents 
at 
different times. 
On the 
Pennsylvania' 
they Avere Charles Gorham, sr., and C. 1). 
Gorham; on the C.. II. & D.. Joiin If. Wil- 
lard, and on tlie Nickel Plate. J. DeWitt. 
R. EA'ans, C. D. Gorham, S. K. Blair and 
H. N. Williams. 


A Family of Railroaders. 


The McCarthy family may he said to 
be a ''family of railroaders." The father, 
Dennis McCarthy. ar._ Avas for thirly- 
tiiree years the yardinaster of the Big 
Four at Crestline, retiring a dozen or so 
years ago to the farm. His four boys arc 
engineers and his daughters married men 
engaged in raihvay Avork. 
John C. Mc- 
Carthy, Avho ranks next in age to Dennis, 
began Avork on the-^Pennsylvania Febru- 
ary 8, 1871, and is noAV running on pas- 
senger trains 18 and J.7 betAveen Fort 
Wayne and Crestline; Jerre jVIcCarthy 
began Avork on the Pennsylvania Janu- 
ary 1, 1879, and is U O A V running on trains 
2 and 2;3, betAveen this city and Crest- 
line 5 Michael F. McCarthy began Avork 
on the Nickel Plate in December, 1884, 
and is noAV running on one of the pre- 
ferreil trains betAveen this city and Cilii- 
cago. One sister is the Avife of George A. 
Schmoll, superintendent of motive poAver 
of tho B. & O.; Frank Hausbach, the 
husband of another sister, is an engin- 
eer on the eastern division of the Penn- 
sylvania, and Mrs. Johanna Harper, of 
Chillicothe, Ohio, is the AvidoAV of a ma- 
chinist in raihvay shops, and her son is 
noAV assistant master mechanic in the 
Baltimore and Ohio shops.

The Sentinel, The First Newspaper. 
1833.—The new ,year brought to Fort 
Wayne some pioneers -whose names were 
to be written into the history of 
the 
state and nation. 
Jt brought, also, the 
cstabliBhment 
of 
Fort 
W a y n e s 
first 
newspaper, The SentineL 
The enterpris- 
ing village, now' alive with the interests 
of the projected canal, the land sales, 
and the provision of regular meiins of 
transjKjrtation, as well as with the grow- 
ing attention to agricultural and manu- 
facturing ptu-suits, had already felt the 
need of a newspaper, and S. V. B. Noel 
(son of Smallwood Noel) and Thomas 
Tigar, 
of Indianapolis, 
came 
forward 
•with^,a proposition to launch the enter- 
prise if the citizens irould guarantee tem- 
porai-T 
financial 
asslatance. 
According- 
ly, a subscription paper was circulated 
and the following named citizcris agreed 
to provide a total of $500 for the pur- 
chase of a press, the subscribGrs'"to hold 
the press if .«iaid Tigar and Noel should 
|fail to pay witbin a year:"

on which occasion the oration was de- 
livered by Hugh i\IcCu!iuch. 
Tt was the 
style of newspapers of that dat-e. and in- 
deed for twenty years later, to make but 
slight mention of Ipcal ne-ivs. Tlie reader 
of the files of the papers of the thirties 
and fo]-tirs finds more real home news in 
the advorti.'-ing e<dumns than elsewhere, 
for the reason tlint they rellect the real 
spirit of the times. 
Newspapers from 
Cincinnati 
and 
Detroit 
were 
eagerly 
sought by the printers, for these were 
tlieir gi'eatest sources of ne.ws from the 
outside ^^'orld. 
ft was the custom of 
visitors to tlie larger cities to return 
•\vitli copies of tiie uewspaper.í». for the 
use of th" home printer, and when this 
w as not done it. frequently liappene/i that 
1 lie paper suspend^ pulilication until a 
sup]-i]y came in. 
Tl. was not uncommon, 
either, for t-he editor to go fishing or 
otherwise employ his time, during which 
period there was no act.ivity al"'Out tlie 
¡irinting office. . 


The First Editor. 
Thomas Tigar. the pioneer editor of Fort 
\\'nyne, w-a.s a, native of Beverly. York- 
shire. England, where he was born in 
lie came to .America in 1826. hav- 
ing already 
become 
proficient 
in

]irinting business. 
From Ashtabula, Ohio, 
he went to indianapolis, w-here he met 
Tí. Noel, also a printer, and the two 
decided upon the newspaper venture at 
}-\irt \\'ayne. 
.^^r. N'oel, who was a whig, 
i-etirerj from connection with tho paper 
aliout a year after its e.stablishment, but 
-Mr. Tigar remained wit.li the enterjirise 
until 1865, except for a period of four 
years, when its management passed to 
other hands. 
In polit.ics ?*rr. Tigar w'as a 
democrat and 
a writer of 
force.

death occurred in 1875. 


An Old Newspaper. 
Tile early files of Tlie Sentinel were de- 
stroyed. 
As far as known, the oldest 
copy of the paper in existence, and from 
which the compiler hai; obtained the ac- 
companying 
notes, is dated 
Saturday. 
June 14, 1834. 
Tt is a five-column, lour- 
]ia.ge sheet. 
]Most of the news is from 
AYashington 
and 
foreigm 
coimtries. 
Amimg the local items is a notice that 
Ee^'. S. T. Badin will deliver a sermon 
nt the court house on Sunday, "'giving a 
true exposition of the Catholic doctrine.'" 
Appended to the notice of the marriage 
of Emanuel Notestine and Rachel .Hat- 
field, is the comment that "we gratefully 
acknowledge the receipt of a share of the 
wedding cake and wish the happy couple 
may realize all the joys by some de- 
scribed 
as belonging 
to 
the 
married 
state." 
The wedding of Reuben Acres, 
cabinetmaker, and jMrs. Kliza Bogart is 
also recorded. 
The jia.per tells of 
the 
progress of the work on the canal and 
of the steps to organize the first military 
compajiy to be known as the Fort Wa3-ne 
Light Infantry.

The Feeder Canal. 
Tn ^fay the contract for the remaining 
thirteen rjilris of the. summit level of the 
canal was let preceding this, fifteen mile3 
of this portion had been placed 
under 
contract, completing the line to the forks 
of the "Wabash. 
One of the most im- 
portant problems of the enterprise v a s 
solved in the construction of the feeder 
canal, which branched off the St. Joseph 
river six miles north of Fort Wayne, just 
above the feeder dam. 
The supply of 
water carried from this highest 
point 
was necessary to provide for that section 
of the canal which passed through Fort 
Wayne. 
Here the altitude was 197 feet 
above the month of the Maumee river. 
Water from this feeder canal also sup- 
plied the contents of the Six-]\Iile reser- 
voir in Paulding county. Ohio, !' neces- 
sary equipment for the eastern end of 
the canal. 
The feeder canal, now in a 
state of disuse (although for many years, 
and until about the year 1909. it supplied 
water power for corporations operating 
the city electric lighting plants) entered 
the town from the north, paralleling the 
St. Joseph 
river. 
Intersecting 
Wells 
street, a short distance north of Sixth 
street, it extended southwesterly through 
Bloomingdale 
and 
Nebraska 
districts, 
and connected with the AVabash and Erie 
canal west of the town., near the present 
^^'ayne Knitting mills. 
The construction 
work brought hundreds of men to the 
bustling town. 
A large portion of the 
workingmen 
were 
Irish 
immigrants. 
Many of these Irishmen and their de- 
scendant.s 
ro.se to higher positions 
in 
ever^' line of endeavor; to<lay the for- 
eign-born construction workers 
are al- 
most entirely 
from 
Southern 
Europe. 


Hugh McCulloch Locates in Fort Wayne. 
Hugh McQilloch, then a young man of 
25 years, who rode his horse into the 
settlement of Fort Wayne on Jime 26, 
became known in after years through- 
out America and Europe as a leading au- 
thority on banking methods and national 
financial 
policies. 
Mr. McCiilloch rose 
from the obscurity of 
small country 
lawyer and banker to the position of the 
first 
controller of the crurrency of the 
United States, and as secretary of the 
treasury—serving under three presidents. 
It is a pleasure to know that the foun- 
dation of his career was laid in the vdT 
lage which his influence helped to mold 
into the progressive city of today. 
Mr. 
McCulloch was 
born 
in 
Kennebuni:, 
Maine, December 7, 1808. 
He had at- 
tended Bowdoin college, taught 
school 
and graduated in law in Boston in 1832. 
He came west in 1833, spent a few weeks 
in the office of Judge Sullivan a t Madi- 
son, Ind, and went from there to Indian- 
apolis, where he was admitted to prac- 
tice before the supreme court. Dr. Lewis 
G. Thompson, whom he met a t S.outh 
Bend, induced him to locate a t 
Fort 
Wayne. 
Of his impression^ of the town 
at that time. Mr. McCulloch writes in 
his "Men and Measures of Half a Cen- 
tury:"^"' 
"Fort Wayne was about as 
uninviting in everj' respect except 
its 
site as any of the towns through which 
I had passed, but it proved to be the end 
of my journey, which had been long and 
solitary, though by no means lonesome 
and tedious. 
* 
* Uninviting as Fort 
Wayne was in many respects, it was for- 
tunate in the character of its first set- 
tlers—intelligent, far-seeing, wideawake 
men." 
Eight days after his arrival Mr. 
McCulloch, while delivering an 
oration 
on the Fourth of July, was seized with 
a chill, which was followed by an iU- 
ness from which he did not recover until 
October. 
"As soon as I was able to be 
on my feet, although little better than 
a skeleton," he writes, "T took posses- 
sion of a ten-by-twelve oflSce which Dr. 
Thompson had built for me, and hung 
out niy shingle as an attorney-at-law. 
I had not long to wait for clients," 
His 
law practice, however, was short-lived, 
for, within two years, he was to enter 
upon his career as a'banker and an im- 
portant 
figure 
in the national 
govern- 
ment, 
The legislature granted the cliar- 
ter of tho State Bank of Indiana in

Among the men of later prominence who 
came to Fort Wayne in 1834 was Cap- 
tain Asa Fairfield and his brother, Oliver.

The First Canal Celebration. 


1835.—The year passed 
into 
history

opening of the Wabash and Erie canal

T|ie Misses Alice and Irene Lowisohn 
have been the guiding spirits of the settle- 
ment's dramatic work since its inception.

which 
was 
started on its way some 
eight or 
nine 
rears ago. 


About 1905 or 190G, when the iMisses 
Lewisohn were leaders of two of the set- 
tlement clubs, they saw that while the 
lettlement offered many kinds of enter- 
tainment in its clubs, and valuable in- 
struction 
in 
its classes, 
it lacked 
an 
adequate outlet for the imagination, senti- 
ment and poetic fcclin{^ in the children 
and young people who each week passed 
throug^h the doors of the settlement. 


How could this creative poetry be let 
loose with advantage to themselves and 
to the neighborhood? 
How could it be 
provided with a means of expression and 
bo made to contribute to the newer civil- 
ization a portion of that culture 
and 
aestheticism and those traditions of lit- 
erature and of art which are the heritage 
of the older nations?

About eight years ago the Misses I.ewi- 
pohn, with tho aid of tho younger chil-

an interpretation in dance, 
pantomime 
and song of (ho spring myth.'; and legends 
of Japan, India and <4rooco, on a tem- 
porar.v staije oroctod at one end of the 
gymnasium, 
the 
simple 
but 
suggestive 
scenery 
representing 
a garden 
with 
a 
])nckground 
of 
latticework 
and 
green 
trees. 
When 
in danced 
wistaria 
blos- 
soms, cherry blossoms and butterflies t1i9 
garden became Japanese; when a stone 
altar was added, before whicli was per- 
formed a dance of spring offerings, the 
garden changed swifliy to India. 
Other 
early pantomimes were "A Frolic of the 
Holidays," "The licvoJt of tho Flowers." 
a musical fantasy, and "Snow 
White." 
Then camo "Hiawatha," an arrangement 
of the American epic into whose story 
were woven many Indian religious cere- 
monies. 


This festival was so appealing as to 
warrant a revival throe years later. 


"Sleeping Beauty" was given not alone 
as a fairy legend but also as a midwinter 
pantomime, symbol io of the 
awakening 
(hat comes to all things after the winter 
snows. 
It, too, had to be revived. 
"The 
Discontented 
Daffodils" 
was 
a 
fairy 
story with a beautiful ballot and four 
changes of scene, which sounds preten- 
tious until one learns how simply and 
economically it was managed. 


Night time in a lonely glade was ob- 
tained by a deep blue curtain as a back 
drop, a trso in which perched an owl 
a trickling brook shining in the moon- 
light, and tlie stage lights being turned 
low. 
Of course the construction of the 
brook from 
a piece of galvanized 
iron, 
a few feet of rubber hose and a wooden 
tub was a secrcw. 
Successively, a gypsy 
camp Avitli a canipfire and a trained bear, 
the exterior of a castle and the throne 
room within the castle Avere presented' 
with similar commonplace materials. 


In the costuming attention is paid to 
line and color 
rather than to rich ma- 
terials or elaborate design. 
If the right 
color cannot be purchased 
the material 
is dyed. , Yards of stuffs are dyed for 
each 
production—.solid 
colors, 
shaded 
ones and variegated effects. 
Under this 
sympathetic treatment common cottons, 
tarletans and cheesecloths become things 
cf bea«t7.

The 
producing sta^f was increased from two 
to five, the jMisses Lewisohn being joined 
by two young women of some professional 
exporiencc.

The production of these plays in the 
Henry 
Street 
Settlement 
shows 
the 
variety of the répertoire ;.nd the versa- 
tility of the young actors and lends color 
to the hope of the Misses Lewisohn that 
American dramatists writing for the pro- 
fessional stage, especially 
the 
younger 
men and ^ ) m e n who are sti^l straggling 
for recognition, may be interested to let 
the dramatic club perform their 
plays 
and even to write plays especially f o r 
them. 
Because of the low 
admission 
charge, the club can pay only small royal- 
tie-s, but It can promise an 
intelligent, 
sympathetic, though simple, production, 
adequate rehearsing, good English on the 
part of the players, and a professional 
standard of excellence in all departments. 
Also, the emphasis is put on the play 
itself, never on the exploitation of any 
player ; everything is subordinated to the 
beauty of the whole, to the desire to pro- 
duce as perfect a piece of work as is 
possible in the circumstances. 


Next year the ciub hopes to make mors 
than one production, perhaps as many 
as three in the course of the winter, and 
some day to have a stage of its own 
where changes of set may he actual ai 
well as apparent, and where the choice 
of play need no longer be limited to those 
requiring only "interiors" and where the 
festivals by the younger children, now a 
regular feature of the year's 
dramatic 
programme, may receive a more spacious 
mounting. 
Performing in a little theatre 
of their own, these companies of young 
players should make a strong appeal to 
a wider 
audience than 
they have 
yet 
reached, not only on theii: own east sid» 
but also farther uptown.

N the morning of April 12, 1903, 
tire lady 
of a man jammed

murderer

William 
J. Fhjnn, 
then chief of the 
department 
of the East of the United States 
Secret 
Service, 
after 
a tireless 
hunt 
Icarn&d. 
that the twtim 
of the "barrel 
murder" 
«oc-s Mantenn 
Bened-etto, a Sicilian. 
He 
put into the hands of the police evid-encc 
iaorimin.ating

Petto the 0.v," or 
"II Bovo," tut the evidence was not suf- 
ficient 
to hold the man for triol, and an 
indictment 
for murder in the first 
degree 
was 
quushed.

mystery 
deeper than it had been before, and the 
police were utterly 
at a loss.

ETTO T H E OX," roînased by 
the oourtis hfyausn fhpro whs 
not Eufficïpnt evidpno<? to'bring 
him to tria! for (he murder 
of Manipno Benfviotto, disap- 
peared from his acconstomed 
hmunts in New York. "R'hefhpr the police 
followed hia moTcment.s J do-not know, 
but the eyes of the Secret Service were 
ceaselessly on him .<3nd the Ion?: nrm of 
TTncle Sam hovered cAcr over him, ready 
to strike. 
Aside from a mntf'er of pride, 
it was my business to foUnw Petto, for 
I knew him ta he identified with a hand 
of counterfcitera I -was trying to break 
up. 


The very fnct thnt 
be r^bunned New 
York after his release strenrihened my 
growing belief in the oxisfonoe of a 
Black Hand Society. 
TJiere was not 
eufficient evidence iji tlie .hands of the 
police to make him fear them 
New 
York was the headquarters for his band 
yet he fled to Pittston. Pa., and we knew 
that he feared something. Tt was reason- 
able to suppose that if ho was tho mur- 
derer of Benedetto he feared vengeance. 


In Pittston, on the outskirts of the 
city, Petto lived in a small house where 
many a fonl plot was hatched and many 
a. blackmailing scheme was originated, 
with Petto as the master plotter. 
The 
decent Italians of the district feared hint 
iS they would a plague. Even the ]>onr("Ri 
cf them were not safe from his depreda- 
tions and the must powerful were hi.- 
easy prey. 


One nig-ht "The Ox" was sitting in .'i 
comfortable room of his little hous". 
Doubtless he was gloating over S(,me 
rich haul or plotting some now trick liy 
which to wring gold from an industrious 
neighbor. 
Outside a Scotch mist chiUed 
all things and Petto hugged the fire for 
prarmth. 


A shril] whistle pierced 
the 
night. 
Petto must have started, for he was not, 
a brave man, though he held cheaply 
human life when it was some one el.<e'a. 
From his pocket he snatched a heavy 
revolver. 
At the same time he quickly 
turned out the lights, that no man might 
)ee him through the window! "Petto the 
Ox" knew the meaning of thai, sliril] 
whistle. 
Cautiously he crept toward the 
door of his house. Slowly he opened it 
and peered through the mist. 
On his 
fiuickness of eye depended his life, and it 
was hard to see. 


Something must have moved in the 
darkness, for Petto fired once. 
At the 
eajne instant five quick stabs of red 
pierced tfhe curtain of mist that hung 
between him and his lurking enemy. "The 
Ox" fell ; dropped as drops the animal for 
whom he was named, when struck with 
the pole ax. Five leaden slug^ had found 
his body. 
One had carried away a part 
of the hand with which he gripped his 
own revolver, which fell fully loaded by 
his side. 


The 
inurderer 
of 
Petto 
took 
no 
chances. Lest "The Ox" should be play- 
ing possum, he sank a dagger into Petto's 
heart. 


So far es the police records of any 
city go, the slayer of Petto has never 
been discovered. 
Notliing which nnght 
help materially in a solution of the mys- 
tery was found, but about Petto's neck 
hung a little braes crueifix, just such a 
one as was found on the body of the bar- 
rel victim, with a ekuU and crossbones 
Leneath the feet of the figure on the 
cross. 


Here was another mystery, and yot it 
confirmed me in my theory of the first. 
It started a train of thought on Avhich 
Ï worked to a certain conclusion and 
afterward ray ideas were confirmed by 
the confessions of Black Handers with 
whom I talked. 


To my mind there was no doubt that 
the slaying of "The Ox" wa.s an act of 
vengeance, 
'llie most reasonable sup- 
position (I was already morally certain 
that Petto killed Benedetto) was that he 
had died at the hand of a relative of 
Benedetto's. 
It was but a step further 
to attribute the killing of Benedetto him- 
self to venceance. 


rs'ow, for the moment, I mu-st leqid you 
back again. 


In January, 1903, several months be- 
fore the barrel murder baffled the police 
uf New York, three Italians were ar- 
rested in Yonkers, N. Y., charged with 
counterfeiting five dollar notes of the 
NTational Iron Bank, oi Morristown, N. J, 
These notes were being Imported from 
Italy by the Lrtipo-Morello gang. 


The three men arrested were Isadoro 
Drocervera, 
Salvatore 
Romano 
and

ri'iiH inl.ier T tohl you, was the brother- 
in-law of tho hai-i-ei Aictini .md ^\•!ls the 
fir.it to identify him as Maruonu Bene- 
detto. 


When I took hold of the case the 
Yonkers (X. Y.).nolicc told mo th.Tt there 
iia<l li(>('n a fourth man in the compimj' 
of the tliree arrested, but that .he had 
gotten away. 
I knew at ojice that this 
inan 
the treasurer of tJie crew pass- 
ing tlio counterfi-it money. 
The treas- 
urer, \AÌih the bills on h^« jierson, always 
lurks in the backgrfnind, and if the others 
get into tniuhle he immediately flees with 
the bulk of the counterfeit notes. 
His 
first move is to go to the headquarters 
of the gang, where .t11 the machinery of 
the Black Ha ¡id Society j.s immediately 
set in motion in the effort to wia the re- 
lease of ihose captured. 


So accurate was the description of the 
man Avho escaped furnished me by the 
Yonkers police that I at once identified 
him as a counterfeiter known in the files 
of the Secret Service as No. G. Inci- 
dentally 
1 knew Crocervera 
and 
De 
Priema were members of the Corleone 
liand-- in other words, w^re members of 
the Black Finnd. 


The men who made the arrests in 
Yonkers went with me to New York, and 
1 stationed them where they coulfl obtain 
a good view of No. 6. They at once de- 
dared that ho was the man who had 
escapeil from them, and on Ifebruary 19 
Ave arrested him. 


He gave the name Giuseppe Giallam- 
bardo and was sentenced to serve six 
years in prison. 


Meanwhile I several times questioned 
Crocervera, De Priema and Romano. 
I 
knew that none of these men would talk. 
If any one of them did and was re- 
leased, his 
body 
would 
doubtless be 
found, 
broken and 
mutilated, 
within 
twenty-four hours. 
On one occasion I 
had Crocervera and De Priema brought 
to my office at the same time. 
I left 
Crocer vera in the outer office and with 
a great show of secrecy kept Do Priema 
locked up vsdth me in an inner office for 
more 
tlian 
an 
hour. 
Crocervera, 
of 
course, knew that he was in there and 
my Kchcme was to make him think that 
Do Priema had confessed, thus leading 
the other prisoner, in a spirit of spite, to 
incriminate his companion and perhaps 
divulge many secrets of tlie band. 


After I thought Crocervera had had 
time to think things over I dismissed De 
Priema. 
As he left my office I went 
to the door Avitli him, and in sight and 
heai;iug of Crocervera shook him cor- 
dially by the hand and bade him goodby 
heartily, as if I was much gratified 
by what he had told me. 
As a matter of 
fact he had told me next to nothing, but 
I wished to strengthen Crocervera's sus- 
picions against him. 


The ruse was fruitless, 
Crocervera 
told me absolutely nothing. He did, how- 
ever, convey to the leaders of the Black 
CUuceoDe De Pzienuu The last, you will 
Hand navw o£ aH, thai; trMOWoixed In zny 


office. 
This I learned later through a 
number of different channels. 


He 
gave it 
out 
that 
De 
Priema 
had confessed all, and that every mem- 
ber of the band was in danger. 
Al- 
though my little piece of acting did not 
result in forcing Crocervera to disgorge 
secrets of the Black Hand, it had con- 
vinced him of Do Priema's duplicity and 
had far reacliing results of an unexpected 
and a startling character. 


The members of the society had no rea- 
son to doubt the trut:h of Corcervera's ac- 
cusation against De Priema, and when 
we arrested No. 6, who called himself 
Giallambardo, 
they 
were 
absolutely 
convinced 
that 
the prisoner 
had 
be- 
trayed them. 


The three men captured In Yonkers 
were sent to Sing Sing, convicted of 
passing counterfeit money. 
The fact 
that De Priema himself was serving a 
term in prison did not excuse him in the 
eyes of the Black Hand Society, which 
believed he had betrayed its secrets. 
According to the tejnets of the organiza- 
tion De Priema should be punished by 
death, but De Priema was in prison, and 
it did not suit the desires of the Black 
Hand to wait for vengeance until he 
was released. 
The anger of the Sicilian 
f la res up like loose powder when it Is 
kindled and revenge must be quick if 
possible. 


According to the unwritten law of the 
Black Hand, of which I shall write more 
later, as De Priema was where he could 
not be punished his nearest male relative 
was marked to pay the penalty. 
De 
Priema had no male blood relatives, and 
so at a conference of the leaders of the 
society it was decided that his brother- 
in-law should die. 
This was Marueno 
Benedetto, the man whose body was 
found In the baritel covered by an over- 
coat. 
"Petto the Ox" was selected to 
commit the crime. 


"Petto the Ox" was choseen to kill Ben- 
edetto, the barrel victim. 
In turn Petto 
was shot to death by a kinsman of Bene- 
detto. 
Many suppose tliat the avenger 
of the barrel murder was De Prima him- 
self, who in the natural course of events 
would have been called upon to act. 
This is because De Prima was released 
from Sing Sing ¿t about the time of 
Petto's death, but I can say for cer- 
tainty that De Prima did not shoot "II 
Bove" (the Ox), for he was still in prison 
when Petto answered the shrill whistle 
which drew him to his death. 


The police will also tell you that De 
Prima when released attempted to flee 
to Palermo and that he died at sea, 
probably at the hands of an assassin. 
Of this more later. 


Knowing the methods and the ideals— 
if such they may be called—of the Black 
Hand, and remembering the incident in 
my office when Crocervera believed Do 
Prima 
had 
betrayed 
him, 
I 
recon- 
structed this chain of events and, despite 
the failure of the police to'fasten the 


guilt of the barrel murder on Petto, «nd 
de.spite the lack of real evidence, I was 
firmly convinced that "Petto the Ox" 
was the murderer. 


The death of "The Ox" strengthened 
this conviction. 


And—well, there were other reasons 
for my certainty, reasons which I dare 
not tell because I must safeguard the 
lives of others. 


After the death of Petto the two mur- 
ders were officially of little interest to 
me, but I was determined to prove my 
theory correct. 
I can say that in every 
detail the story I have told you was cor- 
roborated years afterward by men who 
knew the facts. 


In no way were the troubles of the 
Secret Service abated by the deaths of 
Benedetto and "Petto the Ox" and the 
disappearance 
of 
De 
Prima, 
though 
with the grim closing of these incidents 
the New York police lost interest in the 
men 
whom 
the 
Secret' Service 
was 
stalking. 
The band was rather disor- 
ganized for a time, but when their sus- 
picions were lulled and they began to 
feel once more secure they gravitated 
back to their old haunts—the café of 
Pietro Inzerillo, in Elizabeth street; the 
dark little saloon of Ignazio Lupo, just 
around the comer, and the darker res- 
taurant of Giuseppe Morello, with its 
odors of garlic and worse, in the rear of 
Lupo's saloon. 


Here the men who were making bogus 
bank notes congregated, and here the 
unknown operatives of the Secret Ser- 
vice watched them and waited. 


In telling of the fight against the 
counterfeiters I should begin with other 
'activities of the band leading up to the 
counterfeiting game and showing more 
and more that the Black Hand actually 
exists. 


Much of what I am about to tell I 
knew at the time it occurred; the rest 
was told to me later. 


Behind all the activities of the Black 
Hand is a passion for getting wealthy 
without working—a mania for making 
money 
quickly. 
Although 
there 
are 
many members of the society, for the 
most part the plunder goes to a few 
leaders, particularly to the leaders like 
Lupo and Morello... Although the Black 
Handera are not averse to preying on 
tJieir countrymen from Sicily, and even 
from Corleone, the cradle of tlie society, 
they particularly delight in teirorizing 
quiet, law abiding Italians from the 
Neapolitan districts. 


In their schemes for blackmail the 
Black Handers are aided by the villan- 
ous notoriety many of them had in Italy 
before they 
migrated to the 
United 
States. 
Much of the trouble aroused by 
ttie 
Black 
Hand 
might 
have 
been 
avoided 
had 
the Italian 
government 
taken steps to extradite the leaders of 


itself well rid of the offenders and is 
content to have them remain in America. 


According to tho records of the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs of Italy, Giu- 
seppe Morello was convicted in the Court 
of Assizes of Messina, Italy, on Septem- 
ber 14, 1884, of forgery of credit paper 
and swindling. 
He was sentenced to six 
years and forty-five days' imprisonment 
and fined 1,000 lire. 


In 1890 Morello, alias Frittodu, was 
declared by the Court of Palermo to be 
a habitual criminal and was charged 
with being a member of a group of men 
banded together for the purpose of rob- 
bery and homicide. 


Another report in the same depart- 
ment says that Morello was accused of 
the 
intentional 
slaying 
of 
Anna 
di 
Puma and that he then emigrated to 
Now York. I do not believe any attempt 
was ever made to extradite him. It Ts^as 
also 
believed 
that 
Morello 
was 
the 
author of the murder of Giovanni Vella, 
a crime for which Francesco Ortonella 
and Francesco Orlando were convicted. 


As to Lupo, he was tried and con- 
victed of murder in Italy under what 
wnll seem to Americans very strange 
conditions. 
Lupo was charged with a 
certain murder, but he had already es- 
caped from the country and fled to the 
United States. 
This, however, did not 
prevent the Italian court from trying 
him, for in Italy one accused of murder 
is tried for the crime whether his person 
may be produced in court or not. 
Thus 
Lupo was tried and convicted of murder 
after he had already made his escape to 
New Y^ork. 


These are the men whose brains di- 
rected the activities of the Black Hand 
in America before they were placed be- 
hind prison bars. It was they who bene- 
fited most by the blackmailing schemes 
of the band. 
As fast as Morello ac- 
q^uired money ho invested it in barber 
shops, shoe repairing shops and res- 
taurants, while Lupo put his capital into 
a string of grocery stores. 
He soon be- 
came one of the greatest importers of 
olive oil and lemons in the 
United 
States. 
According to the most accurate 
estimates we can make, the two men ac- 
quired more than $200,000 in a few 
years. 


Lupo was perhaps the more enterpris-. 
ing of the two men. It was ho who sug- 
gested that with money they saved froiii 
tho various business ventures into which 
they put their ill gotten gains they build 
a tenement house. 
This house was sold 
at such a profit that they constructed 
several others, all of which netted them 
handsome gains. 
The money was each 
time reinvested until the two men were 
carrying on a really big business. 


Again it was Lupo who suggested that 
as there was so much money in building 
tenement houses it woyld be profitable 


the band and had Uncle Sam btmded 
to have more capital, <aad he enggested 


them over to the police of Italy. 
Per- 
haps the goversment at Borne conniderk 


that they form a company. 
> 


Accordingly the Isnaatc F W i o Associ«- 


tion of Corleone was organized as a 
stock company. 
Stock was sold only to 
Italians from Southern Italy and the 
capital was to be used for the erection 
of two rows of tenement houses for 
Italians in the upper part of New Y'ork 
city. 
The capital stock of the associa- 
tion was sold for $3 and $5 a share. 
When dividends were due the amoimt 
was to be paid to the holders of the 
stock or credited to their accounts. The 
houses were built in quick succession. 


As quickly as they could Lupo and 
Morello acquired control of all the stock 
and used the funds of the association to 
further their own private ends. 


The heads of the association 
soon 
began to get into trouble. 
Some of the 
contractors who had erectcd the tene- 
ment houses were jjaid. 
Others were 
not. 
Some of the holders of stock re- 
ceived dividends while no money was 
paid to others. 
The same was true of 
firms which furnished the building ma- 
terials. 


There were stockholders all over the 
country, as far west as the Mississippi 
valley and south to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Lawsuits threatened. 
Creditors and un- 
paid stockholders alike were becoming 
menacing. 
Lupo and Morello knew that 
their - activities 
would 
not 
bear 
the 
scrutiny of the law. 
They must ap- 
pease those who were clamoring for 
money due them lest they bring suit 
against the association 


It was then the two hit upon the 
scheme of counterfeiting money. It was 
decided to establish a large and well 
equipped plant for the making of bogus 
bills. 


It was planned to use the stockholders 
as agents for the working off of the 
spurious money. The idea was to give 
each stockholder one dollar in counter- 
feit money for each thirty-five cents due 
him. 
The receivers of the counterfeit 
money, those who knew it to be bogus, 
Lupo and Morello, were to instruct how 
to pass it. 
Certain creditors, includ- 
ing stockholders, 
who 
could 
not 
be 
trusted to countenance the counterfeit- 
ing scheme were simply to be paid with 
the bad money to keep them from bring- 
ing suit. 


Tliis was in the summer of 1908. In 
May, 1909, counterfeit two dollar and 
five dollar bills began to appear in many 
of tlie large cities of the East and Middle 
West, especially in New Yoifk, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Buffalo, Chicago and 
Boston. 
Some of the bills appeared ais 
far from headquarters as New Orleans. 
Yet the appearance of^ the counterfeit 
notes in all these various cities was 
dmultaneous, which showed that a large 
and well organized band must be operat- 
ing. 


Now, in the summer of 1909 secret ser- 
vice operatives constantly watched Lupo 
and Morello and those of their lieuten- 
ants -wlio wet* knawa to me,at that tim*. 


Daily reiiorts sent to my office in New 
Y'ork kept me informed of their move- 
ments and I was not surprised to leam 
that usually at about the times when 
the counterfeit bills made their appear- 
ance, Morello had just made a flying 
trip to one or more of the cities where 
the spurious notes cropped out. 


On one occasion Morello went to New 
Orleans with a secret service operative on 
his trail every mile of the long journey. 
This man went aboard Morello's train in 
New York city. He sat close enough to 
him part of the time to touch him with- 
out rising. 
He may have exchanged 
pleasantries with Morello ; perhaps asked 
the Black Hander for a match to light 
his cigar or drank with him in the café 
car. 
It is not without the range of pos- 
sibility that another secret service man 
may have been on the train during part 
of the journey. 
If so he probably be- 
lieved hi3 colleague to be a friend of 
Morello, 
a 
counterfeiter 
himself, 
for 
these operatives do not know one anothet^ 
From every point where the train for 
New Orleans stopped, I was informed of 
Morello's 
whereabouts. 
Reporta 
were 
sent to me from Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington and all other cities along tha 
line of travel. 


When Morello arrived in New Orleans 
he was greeted by a number of men, 
Italians, all from Corleone, who went 
with him to a little café frequented by 
their countrymen. 
For a while the? 
drank and smoked, carrying on as though 
they were merely„ friends united after a 
long separation and bent on having a 
-^ood time. The operative was not to ba 
hoodwinked. 
He 
loitered 
about 
and 
kept his men under close scrutiny. Final- 
ly they went into a rear room and were 
closeted tìierc in conference for mora 
than two hours. Morello left the café in 
a great hurry and took the very nest 
train back to New York, my man still 


shadowing him. 


One oth-r time when Morello was in 
New Orleans on the business of ths 
Ignati Florio Associa Üon of Corleon* 
certain Italians who knew of his counter< 
felting operations threatened to exposî 
him °They were not satisfied with tak 
ing bogus money for their stock in thfi 
association. 
One of these men was a 
hotel keeper, a leader among the Italiana 
of bis class in the city. 


Word was carried to Morello that his 
enemies wer:i plotting to inform the gov< 
ernment of bis work, and as a defi to 
thosp who threatened him he walked ths 
streets of New Orleans wearing on^hia 
head a red handkerchief knotted at the 
four corners. 
The significance of this 
will be made more startling in a later 
article. 
For the present suffice it to say 
that his enemies knew what it meant. 


That night the hotel keeper Who had 
threatened to expose Morello was found 
dead 
He had been.- shot through the 
heart and Morello hAá left New Orleans, 
In the meantime Lupo had fled from 
his creditors, having contracted heavy 
debts in carrying on his grocery businesa 
But though he ifiight elude creditors h( 
was not able to slip from the clutch of 
Uncle Sam, and I knew that he was liv- 
ing in Ardonia, N. Y., which is not far 
from Highland, across the Hudson River 
from Poughkeepsie. Lupo also had mada 
several trips to cities where counterfeit 
money was making its appearance, and 
this, coupled with the fact that he lived 
in Ardonia and that I knew the money 
was being manufactured somewhere with- 
in 100 miles of New York, gave me a 
pretty clear idea who was at the head of 
the work. 


The fact that the men entrusted with 
the business of getting the bills in cir- 
culation in all the different centres were 
all from Corleone is interesting, as I 
have said before that to get into the 
Black Hand Society a man must be from 
Cbrieone, or come recommended 
from 
some one living in Corleone or who once 
lived there. 


The net was drawing close about the 
counterfeiters. 
5Iy men watched them 
at every turn. 
Some of their most secret 
schemes were reported to me before the 
rank and file of the Black Hand itself 
knew what was afoot. 
My aids—again 
those unheralded heroes known merely 
by numerals to all but myself—were 
working themselves into the very inner 
councils of the band. 
Day by day these 
Secret Seranee men risked their livea to 
gain the confidence of the men wibo were 
directing the work of the counterfeiters. 
Just how these men reported to me I 
cannot tell at this time. My words would 
sound their death knell. 
Later I shall 
tell all that I dare. 


We were certain that Lupo and Morello 
were the leaders of the counterfeiters. 
We knew many of their lieutenants, but 
we were not ready to arrest them. 
ï're- 
vious experience in rounding up counter- 
feiters had taught me not to attack until 
my every gun was trained. 
Should we 
arrest the few we knew, the others would 
most assuredly escape. 
We had evidence 
enough, perhaps, to arrest Lupo and 
Morello and charge them with making 
thé notes, but it would have been diffi- 
cult to prove that they were actually en- 
gaged in their manufacture and more 
difficult still to show their connection 
with the circulation of the bills. 
^ 


Many of the "shovers of tihe queer," 
which means the men who put the notes 
in circulation, were known to us, but to 
arrest them as they worked among the 
little Italian ^ops would have warned 
those who were actually 
making 
the 
money and plotting the work. The coun- 
terfeiting plant would have been dis- 
mantled at once and the whole gang dis* 
persed until they considered It safe to 
begin work in a new looality. 
This was 
the baffling situation which faced ths 
Secret Service at the ciotte of the sununey 
of 1909.

RIM. silent, taciturn, distrusted and distrustin?:, 
Victoriano Huerta 
is standing out against 
the 
world. 
Like tho leader of a pack of northern 
wnlres, a sign of weakness from him, a moinenlnry 
relaxation of most unyielding power, and he will 
fall. Then every wolf in that fierce pack which has 
followed him will be at his throat. 


Few people have ever truslod General Huerta. 
Porfirio 
Diaz did uot tru.st him and when, at Vera Cruz, the aged 
dictator was saying his last adieus to Mexico ho was asked 
why he had not sent General Huerta against I'^rancisco 
Iramogene Madero In the north. 
Porfirio Diaz knew his 
people. 
He replied:— 


"Because I did not tinist him." 
That was before Huerta's star appeared on the horizon 
of Mexican politics. ' 


ISO one ha.=; trusted General Huerta—before or since the 
day Porfirio Diaz took his long, last, lingering look at, Ihe 
bleak sand hills at Vera Cruz. Francisco Immogene Madero 
(lifl not trust him. and to-day. while the great game of poli- 
tics fs being played on the Mexican stage, {liere is not one 
man who has confidence-in the iron man who seized and 
holds power in the Mexican capital. 


"i am a common Indian," General Huerta has said 
many times. 
He is proud of liis Indian blood. 


Biit there is about the man who calls himself tho pro- 
visional constitutional President of IMexico more than is 
common to the Indian. 
Possessing the cnieity of the abo- 
rigine, he is without the loyalty commonly attributed to his 
;inceStors. 
Crafty to a degree, a politician and a diplo- 
riiatist. Huerta has achieved what no other Indian could 
have done and he has flaunted his defiance in the face of 
the world. 


Silent and Expressionless. 


To those who know him best. General Huerta is the 
silent man. 
He seldom speaks, and always his face seems 
the same—expressionless, Tips tightly compressed, 
eyes, 
cold and black and penetrating, looking sti-aight ahead. 
When he speaks it is sloAvly,""and at times his voice is so 
low that liis words are scarcely audible. 
And then he will 
<'lench his hands and strike tho nearest object a resounding 
blow, as if to accentuate his power to command obedience. 


Many stories ai'e told of his home life, but there are 
few who'know him at home. 
When he leaves the Palacio 
Kacional late in the afternoon'he often motors or walks 
down Avenida de San P'raacisco to one of the fashionable 
tea houses of the capital, and there he holds what in 
faCetiousness is called a "Cabinet meeting."' 
It means a 
social talk with members of his Cabinet, who follow him 
there to drink a cup of tea while their chief beguiles the 
time with cognac served to him in a teacup. 


To disturb General Huerta after he has reached his 
borne, whether at one of the numerous houses he has pur- 
chased since he seized the government or at Chapultepec, is 
something few men will attempt. To gain admission to the 
private rooms of General Huerta requires nerve and per- 
severance. 


But once within those rooms and face to face with 
the man wliç has made much of the bloodiest in Mexico's 
history, the sights the visitor sees are unexpected. 
Deep 
down in a comfortable chair reposes General Huerta. 
At 
his side is a table, littered with papers. 
Within reach of 
his right hand is a bottle of cognac and a glass. 
As thé 
night wears on the contents of the bottle diminish and, 
finally, the glass Is no longer used. 
Huerta drinks from 


the bottle. 
, . 
, 


Hours roll by, but deep in his easy chair General 
Huerta takes no care of the fleeting hours. 
His waistcoat 
is unbuttoned and his old brown .suit, sho-nfing the wear 
of months, is stained hère and there. 
His eyelids become 
heavy and his head nods from side to side and not infre- 
quenby he falls asleep in Ills chair by the empty cognac 
bottle. 


Men who know^ General Huerta stay away from, him 
then. 
It was at such a time that Hnerta fix'st reorganized 
the ¿Cabinet General Felix Diaz left Jiim as a heritage. 
At 
midnight be sent for his Minister of Foreign Relations and 
corornanded him to go ïit once to the Finance Minister and 
request his resignation. 
The Minister of Foreign Relations 
dared to remonstrate, calling attention to the lateness of 
the hour. 


"Go!" shouted Huerta, "and tell him to get out at once." 
• Porfirio Diaz was called the "Iron Man of Mexico," 
b\it Porfirio Diaz was never feared by Mexicans as i.^ 
Victoriano Huerta. 


But there is another side to the man. 
No ono doubts Huerta's bravery. 
He does not know 
fear. 
Into the muzzle of a gun he will look with the very 
same indifference with which he regards a plea for uiei:oy. 
He .16 notiilss more than a rough soldier, but down la hla 


heart he has admiration and groat respect for a brave man. 
On the man who would run away Huerta wastes no 
sympathy. 


I have asked many men General Huerta's age, but they 
could only guess. 
Upward of sixty years old, be has spent 
his life in the Mexican army. 
He was bom in Chihuahua, 
according to War Department records, and entered the 
army when a boy. 
He rose from a private in the ranks to 
a general of division, the highest rank in the Mexican 
service. 
If he was ever whiprped no one remembers the 
engagement. 
Sometimes he ran away, but always he came 
back. 


Huorta is a fighter of the old Porfirio Diaz school—th« 
kind who takes few prisoners. 
He believes that the best 
place for a disturber of the peace is the grave and it makes 
little difference to him if the f?Tave be shallow. 
He lets 
nothing .stand in his way or hold him from his ambitions. 


Victoriano Huerta first came into notice when Porfirio 
Diaz quit Mexico. 
At the moment it seemed as if all the 
world was against Diaz and he had no one to whom he could 
turn. 
The old President .sent for Huerta and told him to 
get his command and act as escort. Up to that time Huerta 
was an unknown. 


Speeding toward Vera Cruz on the Mexican Railway, 
President Diaz's train was attacked by bandits and Huerta 
was given an oppoi-tunity to fight. He directed the federal 
troops under his command against the attaclrlng party and 
beat them back. 
That was the first time his name was 
published in the newspapers in connection with a mUitatry 
engagement. 


Huerta again figured in the près» despatches whe» he 
lined his little command up in front of the residence of 
Frederick Adams in Vera Cruz, where President Diaz was 
staying. 
He saluted his old chief and, with tears stream- 
ing down his weather beaten and scarred face—and ttkey 
TDUSt have been real tears if Victoriano Huerta shed them— 
he took Diaz's hand in his own and told him that he ccrald 
always count on the Mexican army. 


Huerta then returned to the capital and In a little 
while Francisco Immogene Madero came and there was B 
new government and a democracy. 


Madero found that he must call on some fighter of thé 
old Porfirio Diaz school and he selected Huerta. 
He was 
sent against Orozco. Again bis name appeared in the press 
despatches in all the great papers of the world and the 
story toid how he had whipped the revolutionists and scat- 
tered their forces. Huerta at once became the greatest man 
in the Mexican army. 
He was recalled and again he 
walked the streets of the capital, a general without a 
command. 


Bad days, lean days, followed. 
He was almost blind 
fi-om a cataract on one of his eyes. 
Dr. Aureliano Urrutia, 
a noted Mexican surgeon, was interested in the case and 
consented to operate to remove the cataract. 
Huerta en- 
tered Dr. TJrrutia's sanitarium at Tlalpam, a suburb of 
Mexico City, and the operation was performed without the 
use of an anaesthetic, it is said. 


- "Cut it off," Huerta told the surgeon, and Dr. Urrutia, 
as cold blooded as Huerta, proceeded to do it. 


Huerta the Man for a Big Game. 


It was known to all men in Mexico that Madero's power 
was at an end; that his democracy had failed to cure the 
social and political and financial evils. 
The country was 
bankrupt. 
His fall was inevitable, and he fell. 


Huerta Itnows that there can be no middle ground. 
It 
must be success or failure. Success would mean everything 
to liim—honors, wealth, glorj^ three things dear to every 
Latin-American heart. Failure means death. 


The stakes are large; he is i)laylng tiiem to the ultimtft^. 
And Huerta is a man to play a big game. 
Conscience 
he has none, or his wakmg moments would be a wild delir- 
ium of remoi-se and his nights a mad fantasy in which th€ 
spirits of thousands of slain would hover over his couch and 
in fearful accusation shake at him their skeleton fingers. 


Strength, indomitable will, fixity of resolve, absolute 
ignorbnce of fear, cruelty, mercilessness—those are the ele- 
ments the Fates gathered together and poured into the 
crucible where was moulded Victoriano Huerta. 


On the firing line, whijre death dealing rapid fire guns 
and Mansers are pouring volleys into a swaying mass ot 
J 
troops, and shrieking shells are bursting overhead; in tht 
halls of Congress or in the Palticio Nacional; with his gamt 
fighting chickens or drinking cognac from a teactM'fln the' 
El Globo tea rooms, always there Is that same WDk on 
Huerta's face. It never changes. »And when Death comeg 
aud carries him away it is said of him that he will meet it 
with that same expressionless countenance and ride away 
with the grim spectre. 


"I am a common ladian," he proudly boast«. 
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A numbpi- of persons 
^vere Vi-aitinjrj 
their "tm-n"" in a phypinan's office (ron-: 
suiting room) in :i town in tlie I'nitedj 
States of America. 
As tiipy sat talking 
together a chatty little man remark'.Hl 
that he did not know why ho. was there.} 
True, he had a sort of numbness in the, 
tongue and occasional depression of spir- 
its, but lie did not ih:nk that there was 
anything seriously wrong with him. Hisi 
•wife, he said, insisted upon him seeing 
the doctor, and he was tiiere. 
By and 
bye his time eame. and he was seated 
alongside the physician. 
As he emerged 
from the physician's inner office he turned 
to the doctor and inquired, '"Ts there no 
hope, doctor?" 


"No remedy has been found\for yoTir 
disease," was the physician's calm le- 
ply. 
Then there was" a 
short 
pause, 
broken by the patient asking, "Did you 
say two months, doctor?"' 


"Yes; two months." 
As he was pass- 
ing out, the kind-hearted physician of- 
fered him a. glass of water. 


"ISTo, no."' was the reply, "T ha%-e no 
time.

(quacks. 
There is only one who can purge tlie soul 
from its defilement, and that is the Great 
Physician, the T.ord Jesus Christ.

Garlic as a remedy for tuberculosis has 
demonstrated its superiority over fifty- 
two other medicines in experiments made 
on 1,000 patients at the 
Metropolitan 
hospital on Blackwell's Island. 
A de- 
tailed report is about to be made to the 
medical profession. 


It has been found that the vegetable so 
highly esteemed as a condiment is effica- 
cious in more forms of tuberculosis than 
the other remedies Avhich have been under 
observation. 
Phosphorus stands next to 
garlic in efficacy, accorciing to these re- 
eearches. 
The explanation of this is that 
the garlic, Avhich is often vegetable sul- 
phur, Tiberat'es 
phorphorus 
from 
the 
bones of the human body in such a form 
that it cures or helps the tuberculous pa- 
tient. 
The inorganic sulphur can not be 
assimilated in this manner. 


The juice of garlic has been used for 
centuries in lung affections. The remedy 
is given in the form of a paste or oint- 
ment for tuberculuos knee joints and the 
like. 
I t is also taken through the stom- 
ach, and patients Avith diseased 
lungs 
also inhale- the fumes from the juice of 
the plant. 
The-juice of garlic is very 
penetrating 
and 
goes rapidly 
through 
the system. 
The ointment, of Avhich the 
base is lard or A'aseline or lanolin, is 
smeared over the affected parts once a 
day and is used principally in tubercu- 
lous diseases of the 
skin, bones 
and 
joints. 


Tuberculosis of the lungs is treated 
with teaspoonful doses of the juice three 
times a day, generally before meals, in 
milk or Avater. 
Juice of the garlic is 
placed on a handful of absorlient cotton 
in an . open jar and the patient inhales 
deeply from the jar 
from 
fifteen 
to 
thirty times a day. 
The 
treatments 
showed at once the A'alue of the garlic as 
an expectorant, and coughs diminished.N 
In many cases an increase of the red 
- corpuscles of the blood Avas soon noticed. 
—NCAV York Herald,

This Fruit is Popular Everywhere in Home Gardens, But Its Culture On a Commercial Scale is Largely Confined to the 
Northeastern States and the Pacific Coast. 
It Is the Most Important of Our Bush Fruits. 


Well-bred farm 
horses. 


colts arrive at niaturWy and the dif- 
ference "wlll all be in fa.^-or of the well- 
bred one—certainly in nine cases out 
of ten. 


The buyers in the big cities want 
horses that are hr<=d on certain lines. 
The drafts must have weisht and bnne; 
the roadsters speed; the saddle horse 
gaits and carriage and so on, each ac-. 
«jbrding to hi.s kind. 


Now, brother farmer, read the mar- 
ket reports in your farm and daily 
pa.pera and pee if I am not right nhnut 
the classification and prices of horses 
when 
they 
are 
sold 
fnr the 
"high 
dollar" and then note the prices paid 
for chunks, which are generally non- 
descript. 


AVhatever you do, beware of th^ un- 
sound stallion of any breed, for al- 
though you may be told by the owner 
or groom that such troubles as "just 
a slight puff" on the inside of hock, 
"just a little narrow about the heels," 
or 'Must a little enlargement about the 
knees," but "sound as a dollar," and 
nujTibers of other trifles, so called, you 
will find out in the course of years of 
breeding horses that unsoimdness in 
limbs or feet shows a manifest weak- 
ness and this weakness is very liable 
to be transmitted to the foal. 


The writer well recalls a case in point 
when a thoroughbred stallion of high 
merits, supurb breeding and splendid 
racing 
record 
became 
injured 
very 
badly on the fore foot which put a 
quietus to his turf career, the injury 
developed 
into 
a 
purnied 
foot, 
the 
whole font being abnormally large. 


Thip stallion was placed in the stud 
and was sire of qiiite a number of 
good colts, but several of them devel- 
oped club foot. 
So by all means breed 
to a sound horse. 


Another 
example 
of 
unsoundness 
being t ran.smitted: 
The writer knew 
for years a heauriful stallion 
whose 
sire- had 
gone 
blind, 
hi.s 
son 
had 
splendid eyesight up to the time of his 
death, which occurred T^'hen he "was 
past the quarter of a century mark, 
but many of his colts were stone blind 
before they were five years of age. 


The raspberry will grow in a great 
variety of soils, but to give the best 
re.su!Is should be planted In a well- 
d!-ained soil, one which is retentive of 
moi.sturo, 
and 
Avhich 
is 
abundantly 
supplied with humus. 
A sandy loam, 
intensely cultivated, and v,-ell supplied 
with decomposed 
barnyard 
compost, 
will give a hea\y yield. 
The canes on 
such soils often 
make a growth 
of 
10 feet or even more. 


The raspiicrry responds splendidly 
to good prcjia ration. 
Deep 
plowing 
and thorough harrowing should always 
be given before plants are set. 
In 
some cases it will p:.iy to plow several 
times, the aim being to get a deep, 
thoroughly pulvpri/ed condition of the 
poi). 
]\lan>' a. ra.spberry plantation has 
been a dismal failure because of poor 
preparatiiin of the soil. 
Soils that are 
somewhat deficient i7i humus and nit- 
rogen will be greatly benefited by first 
plovsing in a crop of vetch, 
alfalfa, 
crimson 
clo\-or, field pea^;, or 
other 
leguminous crop. 
This will give the

The riid raspberry Is propagated by 
means of sui !<or.s or sprouts. 
These 
are always produced very abundantly, 
•—in fe'ict, too abunnaiitly for commer- 
cial growing. 
I\l;uiy of them must be 
remo\'ed or the rows become 
over- 
crowded. 
Placlc rasnlicrries are prop- 
agated by rooting the tips. 
By placing 
a little dirt just back of the tip, and 
pressing it lightly with the foot, roots 
are forced out and new plants pro- 
duced. 


Plants may be set either in fall or 
.spring. 
For high altitudes or regions 
subje<'t to winter-killing, spring plant- 
ing is preferable. 
Deep planting is 
generally resorted to.—from three to 
four inches. 
The plants are set at 
var\-ing distances. 
A common method 
i.s to start the plants three feet apart 
in the rows, allowing six feet between 
rows. 
Some prefer four by eight. 


Unless ^'ery intensive cultivation is 
practiced the berries dry on the canes 
and are worthless, or even, if har- 
vested, are small, hard, and seedy. The 


problem Is to conserve the moisture by 
producing a soil mulch on the surface. 
The finer this is, the better will be 
the re.^ults. 
All weed growth should 
be kept down. 
Towards fall cultiva- 
tion should cease, as intensive 
late 
cultivation encourage-s growth Avhich 
is very soft 
and subject 
to 
winter 
killing. 


Raspberries thrive in soils well sup- 
plied with nitrogen and humus. 
The 
plowing-in of leguminous crops and 
heavy applications of stable manure 
will give the desired results. 


Red 
raspberries 
should 
not 
be 
summer pruned as this practice often 
seems to encourage winter-killing. 
It 
is a good practice to remove old canes 
directly after fruiting. 
These canes 


the ends of the cross-pieces wires are 
strung, one on eacli side. 
This is a 
simple method and serves to keep the 
cane within bounds and this aids in 
the 
cultivation. 
Black 
raspberries 
have rather stiff, upright canes, so 
that 
under 
ordinary 
covi^itions, 
no 
wires or trellising are necessarj'. 
Tlie 
life of the raspberry plant Is usually 
not more than ten years, but with g-ood 
care and rich soils it will last much 
longer. 


The berries should be handled care- 
fully 
and 
rapidly 
when 
marketing. 
Picking should be done in the cool of 
the day and only a few berries held in 
the hand at one time. 
Never expose

should be burned as soon as removed. 
In spring, further priming will be nec- 
essary, 
Blac,k ra.'ipberries should be 
pruned in summer, when the canes 
have reached from two to four feet in 
height, the ends should >e 
pinched 
off. 
Some summer primers make the 
serious mistake of allowing the canes 
to grow to a height of six or eight 
feet and then cut the canes back to 
four feet. 
This kind of pruning re- 
moves all the fruit. 


The training of the vines is very 
simple. 
A common practise is to set 
posts from 10 to 2-0 feet apart, accord- 
ing to size, and at a height of three or 
four feet from the ground.

pieces are nailed on the posts.

the fruit to the hot sun. 
When pick- 
ing berries for drying, the berries are 
often gathered by more or less me- 
chanical means. The berries are beaten 
from 
the bush with 
an 
instrument 
much like a small tennis racket. 
The 
picker wea-rs a sort of canvas apron, 
into which the fruit falls. 


During the last few years quite a 
number of growers of red raspberries 
in various sections have experienced 


con.siderable 
disappointment, 
s o m e 
suffering almost the total loss of their 
crop. 
The yield of berries was not 
only below normal 
but the 
berries 
were not fit to put on the market. 


The cause of the injury is a small 
brown beetle, belonging to the same 
family as the buffalo carpet moth and 
the museum pest. 
This one, however, 
has the unusual habit of confining Its 
attack to living plant tissues, instead 
of feeding on animal fibers and tissues 
as its near relatives do. 
This small 
beetle, the Raspberry Byturus. feeds 
upon the young leaves and buds of the 
ra.gpberry and the larvae develop in 
the head 
upon which the berry Is 
borne, causing the affected berries to 
ripen earlier, and this tends to make 
them small and unfit for market. 


The injuries are 
severe, but 
are 


side of the cup or cavity in the berry. 
Hereby the fruit Is rendered unfit for 
the table or for preserving, until it 
has been looked over with the utmost 
care, and the berries closely examined 
one by one. 
Each berry on which one 
of these worms is found feeding being 
either thrown away or the worm re- 
moved from it. 
This is a most irk- 
some task, and, notwithstanding this 
scrutinj', some of the worms no doubt 
remain and are unconsciously 
eaten 
with the berries, it being impossible 
for the most piercing sight to detct 
them 
in 
every 
instance, 
especially 
those that are young and minute. 


When the worm is fully grown, It 
drops to the ground and secretes it- 
self under any dead leaves or other 
rubbish which it 
finds. 
It forms a 
cell in the dirt in which it changes to 
a pupa of pale, dull yellowish color, 
and in this situation remains at rest 
through the winter, and till the middle

usually confined to small and some- 
what local 
areas. 
It 
probably 
has 
some (as yet undiscovered by scien- 
tific men) insect enemies which hold 
it in check, in most cases, as it seems 
to 
disappear 
after a 
few years of 
abundance, 
during 
which 
it 
inflicts 
severe injury on the berries. 
Then 
after a few years it reappears. 


In 
one 
report, 
June 
is given 
as 
the time the insects commence their 
work and other reports give May as 
the month. 
The following information 
in regard to the insect will be of in- 
terest to all whose raspberry planta- 
tions are troubled with these pests: 


"Throughout our country there oc- 
curs on the fruit of the red raspberry 
a small, white worm, which commonly 
remains adhering to the berry when it 
is gathered, lying usually on the inner

Spraying should be practiced to get 
rid of these Insects. 
Spray 
heavily 
with arsenate of-lead just before the 
emergence of the beetles and this will 
destroy most of the beetles and mate- 
rially lessen their injury to the ñower 
buds. 
In connection with this, thor- 
ough cultivation in the fall, close up 
to the bushes, will destroy many of 
the pupae. 
Spraying with arsenate of 
lead Is very effective, but in extreme 
cases kerosene emulsion may also be 
used. 
Bordeaux may be added 
for 
fungous diseases, and will help hold 
the arsenate of lead on the foliage 
and buds, making the spray slightly 
more efficient than if arsenate of lead 
were used alone.

a plain three-inch watch glass. 
Water 
in the tumbler is brought up to tha 
blotting paper, on which the seeds are 
placed, b5' a piece of candle wick, th« 
two extremeties of which are passed 
through 
the 
round 
opening 
in 
tha 
bottom of the candle glass and spread 
out on its upper surface beneath tha 
blotting paper. 
By filling the tumblei 
two-thirds full of water when starting 
the test, no further attention is re- 
quired. beyond counting and removing 
the germinating seeds, until the end 
of the test. 
Twenty-eight 
of 
thesa 
tumblers with their complements ot 
seeds may be placed side by side in a 
wooden tray and placed in s, warm 
place. 


The advantages of this method of 
handling the seeds are the following: 
(1) The whole tray may be carried 
about conveniently without 
slopping 
the water over its edges, as Is likely 
to be the case when water for all tha 
tests is contained 
In a metal 
tray. 
(2") Each test is completely independ- 
ent. and can be removed to a table or 
deEik at any time for inspection, with- 
out dragging the candle wick out of 
the water, 
(3) The glassware may ba 
sterilized in an autoclav, in case molda 
have 
appeared 
and 
seem 
likely 
to 
make trouble. 
(4) The watch glassesr 
are sufficiently low to permit one ta 
see just what a lot of seeds are dolng.- 
ma.y be easily removed and returned, 
and give no trouble by drawing up an 
excess of moisture. 


A single outfit complete, consisting 
of tumbler, wick, candle glass, and 
watch glass, ought to cost 8 to 10 
cents, according to the quantities of 
each, bought at one time. 


A Fanning 


In sowing small grain crops an im- i 
portant factor in securing a good yield 
lies in the sowing of good, 
plump, 
heavy 
seed 
of 
uniform 
size. 
This 
tends to ripen the crop more evenly, 
thereby reducing the percentage 
of 
light and inferior seeds of grain. Very 
little of the light and inferior seed 
that is sown germinates, 
and 
what 
does 
produces 
weakly 
plants 
that 
Tield short, inferior heads. 


It requires the same amount of la- 
bor and the difference in the cost of 
the improved seed and the grain from 
the bins is so very small that it Is very 
poor economy to sow anything but the 
best cleaned and graded seed. 


Every 
farmer 
who 
grows 
small 
train should have a fanning mill, for, 
considering the fact that it will re- 
inove such a large 
quantity 
of 
in- 
ferior grain and last so many years, it 
is one of the best paying tools we 
Vave on our farms. The feeding value 
>f the light and cracked grain that is 
Jiaved by the uso of the fanning mill 
will soon pay for the machine and 
iiuch grain Is only a detriment when 
)own. 


Many of us fall to realize that we 
are throwing away a number of bush- 
•ilB of grain when we do not save It 
Vlth the fanning mill. 


It has been proven that when we 
low large, plump seed oats there is 
considerable increase over the yield 
obtained from small, light seed. 
With 
barley, the plump, heavy seed always 
gives the best yields. The large, plump 
seed ha» an advantage because it can 
liourish the first sprout or blade bet- 
t-r' and for a longer period than a 
Ihln one, thus giving the young plant 
a, better start and a better hold on the 
Boil before it loses nourishment 
af- 
forded by the grain or kernel. 


Farmers cannot get their seed grain 
cleaned without paying for it, besides 
there Is always danger of their not 
getting their own grain back. 
There 
Is no other wa-/ that it can bo cleaned 
so cheaply and conveniently 
as 
by 
having a fanning mill on the farm, 
where the work can be done when the 
weather is unfavorable for other farm 
work.

we have not yet settled down to the 
development of the industry in this 
country. 
I think the individual dairy- 
man has his attention too exclusively 
on his personal affairs, and too little 
upon the industrj^ he represents. When 
I see a man advocating a system of 
buying cows instead of feeding them I 
know that he is looking at it purely 
from the individual standpoint. 
He 
knows, or ought to know, that 
no 
buslneec can thrive on that basis. 


What you need to do and what we 
all need to do—and do it quick—is to 
attend to those things that will es- 
tablish the dairy business as a whole 
upon a solid basis. 


There are three things that today 
menace the prosperity of the dairy 
business: 
First, the inefficient cow; 
get rid of her. 
Second, antiquat-ed, 
unsanitary methods; 
and third, 
the 
general public, our consumers, do not 
realize as they ought the food value 
of dairy products. 
How do milk, but- 
ter or cheese compare In the 
best 
markets as a food product—value for 
value—with the other products of this 
country? 
No comparison! 


What we need is to have three cam- 
paigns of education—one among our- 
selves for better cows, another among 
ourselves for better methods in order 
to make a better product, and another 
among the consumers to help them 
realize what dairy products are really 
worth. 


It is up to the dairymen to educate 
^oth themselves and the general pub- 
lic and I believe they can do It. 
We 
must lo^k a long way ahead. 
There 
are some things that must be done 
now for the improvement ot dairying 
20 years from now. 


Ten quarts of corn, or Its equivalent 
should feed a hen ten weeks, if she is 
of a large breed, but ten quarts in 
three months If she belongs to one of 
the small breeds. 


The Cow Needs Rest 


Most farmers seem to breed the cow 
with no concern as to her resourceful- 
ness or enduring qualities. 
She Is bred 
at an early age; bred again just as 
soon as possible after her first calving; 
held right to her milk as nearly as 
possible to her next calving time and 
handled thus until she is worn out and 
no longer visefu.l. 


With such management her unborn 
calf will have much of its sustenance 
taken 
from 
it 
on 
account 
of 
the 
nourishment going tow'ard keeping up 
the cow which results in a. weakened 
offspring and which influence gradu- 
allj" wields a most deteriorating effect 
on the grade of the herd in general, 
since each succeeding calf will be still 
more undesirable than the one before 
it. 


We have seen cows whose nature re- 
belled against such treatment and In^ 
variably these anima.s positively re- 
fused to come in sufficient heat to be 
gotten with calf. 
This shows conclu- 
sively that the cow requires and de- 
serves a short period of rest from her 
labors every season. 


We aim to give the cow about a 
three or four months' rest out of every 
season, feeding 
and caring for 
her 
with a view to intensive dairj'ing the 
remainder of the year. 
This not only 
enables the cow to do her best while 
being milked, but yields us greater re- 
turns for the time and labor expended 
in handling her and her dairy pro- 
ducts. 


Of course the same rule will not 
apply to each individual member of 
the herd aa some can be dried up with 
very little effort while some will milk 
right up to the time they drop their 
calf. 


In either case we d'scontinue feed- 
ing those rations which are conducive 
to a profuse milk flow for from two 
to four months before c.alvlng time, 
and so far, we have always been suc- 
cessful In drying up any cow In time 
to allow her a good rest before it was 
necessary to begin milkin.? her again. 
—M. Coverdell.

Keep Farm Buildings 
Sanitary By the 
Use of Whitewash 


Sanitary methods are now a part of 
the 
day's 
work 
on 
modern 
farms. 
Bams, hog pens, eiairy buildings, every 
farm building, in fact, should be kept 
sweet and 'fresh and clean bj' a liberal 
and frequent application of whitewash 


Erery up-to-date- farm ahould have a 
spray pump. 


or some good disinfectant. 
Poultry 
buildings, In particular, should receive 
especial care to prevent lice and mites 
taking away all the profits from the 
poultry. 


Good 
disinfectants 
destroy 
the 
germs of contagious diseases, the ex- 
ternal parasites such as lice and mites, 
and the embryos of intestinal worms. 
Disinfectants should be thoroughly ap- 
,plied to the Interior of the houses, 
worked into all the cracks and crev- 
ices, spread over the ceiling and the 
floor, the roosts, dropping boards, and 
nest boxes. 
At the same time, the 
feeding and drinking troughs should 
be 
disinfected 
by 
pouring 
boiling 
water into them and drying them in 
the sun. 
The disinfectants are most 
easily applied to the walls and ceilings 
with a spray pump. 
A hand pump 
should be on every farm—it Is useful 
for spraying small trees as well as 
buildings. 


Not much use to spray the chicken 
house and roost imlesa every bit of 
surface is covered, because the pestif- 
erous lice breed rapidly and if one 
Inch of this space Is left uncovered 
great colonies will qulol/ly spring up. 


It Is highly necessary to have the 
dairy cows comfortable if they are to 
produce the best results.

Wheat Soil 


There is a quite common idea that 
the 
difference 
in 
quality 
of' wheat 
grown 
in different localities is due 
to the effect of the different soil types 
upon 
the 
composition. 
In 
order to 
ascertain 
whether this be true 
the 
'uriter, in an experiment conducted in 
another state, shipped soil from each 
of 
two 
localities, 
where 
wheat 
of 
widely different quality Is grown, to 
the other, and after carefully placing 
the soil back into as nearly its natural 
condition 
as 
possible, 
planted 
seed 
wheat from each locality upon both 
the native and the transferred soil at 
both places.. 
This wa,s repeated for 
two years, and each year the wheat 
was of one quality when grown 
at 
one place, regardless of the kind of 
soil upon which it grew, and of a dif- 
ferent 
quality 
when 
grown 
at 
tha 
other 
place. 
Further, 
the 
wheat 
which grew on the different soils, at 
either place, v/as as nearly alike as 
any two samples grown on adjacent 
plots of the same soil were found to 
be. 


A similar experiment which la being 
conducted by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, In which soil has 
been shipped from Virginia and Cal- 
ifornia to Kansas, and from Kansas 
and California to Virginia, and seeded 
to wheat in the same way, is giving 
precisely similar results. 
It appears, 
therefore, that the composition of the 
soli has very little Influence upon the 
quality of the wheat which grows on 
It, 
The moisture content of soil, es^ 
pecially during the period when the 
grain 
is 
filling, 
does 
have 
a 
very 
marked effect upon the quality of the 
wheat.—R. W. Thatcher. 


Plows and Harrows 


SOWING CLOVER ON WINTER 
WHEAT. 


Many farmers make a practice of 
sowing their clover seed upon 
the 
winter 
wheat 
early 
In 
the 
spring, 
depending upon the aHernate freezing 
and thawing of the gfound to work 
the seed down Into the crevices. 


I have made It a practice to sow my 
clover seed on winter wheat. In the 
spring for a number of years and find 
that it has a number of advantages. 
Grass and clover seed require a firm, 
compact seed bed. 


In my own practice I prefer to de- 
lay the sowing of the clover seed until 
the ground is dry enough to harrow 
and apply the seed with a wheel-bar» 
row seeder and give the wh:at a har- 
rowing with a light smoothing harrow 
with the t^eth set wejl aslant. 
This 
covers the clover ; «eeds and 
proves 
very beneficial to the wheat crop, ¿s- 
peclally 
during 
the 
dry 
seasons. 
Either method la preferable to sowing 
seed with spring grain crop«. 


The value of a plow or other farni 
implement consists of its doing tha 
thing we want it to do. 
The plow 
with a light draft simply turns and 
cuts the furrow with the least resist- 
ance, resulting in very smooth work 
to look upon, but its effect upon the 
soil is not nearly so valuable as that of 
the plow that runs harder and glvea 
more resistance to the soil and breaks 
It up 
finer. 
The plow that ha? 
a 
harder draft goes through the soil and 
not only breaks it up and turns a fur- 
row, but In the process it grinds and, 
pulverizes it into sm-aller particles. 


The more thoroughly 
the soil la 
broken up, the more the plant food la 
made available and plant food Is what 
we are after. 
In purchasing plowa 
we want to study their construction 
with this in mind. 
^ The same applies to the selection of 
the harrow. 
The harrow that ha$ an 
easy draft cannot do aa good work asl 
one that moves moYe soil and 
runa 
deeper. 
A harrow should do smooth 
work and Incorporate the vegetable 
matter and fertilizers with the soil iri 
a uniform manner. 


The function of the harrow Is td 
still further reduce and refine soil par- 
ticles, because In every process of re- 
finement we are getting at the plant 
food which Is still so abundant in oup 
soil. 


On the average farm where there 
are various types of soil, a disk har-? 
row, a spring 
tooth 
harrow 
and 
a 
smoothing harrow are practical neces- 
sities. 
It.is worse than folly for farm*' 
era to spend for commercial fertlllzerg 
or chemical 
plant foods until 
they 
have first made use of that which Is so 
plentiful In their own soil at the pres- 
ent tlrne. 


1 am a firm friend of fertilizers but 
I do not be.Ueve In buying them until 
we have made use of every method oi 
getting at the plant food already con- 
tained in our soils. 


Do not forget tha^t the Implement* 
and machines on the farm represent 
an Investment, and that whein exposed 
to the weather they deteriorate rap- 
idly, 
thus making the upkeep 
and 
original co.st a heavier charge against 
the equipment.

SILVER LAKE IM BAD WAY. 


Ten Families Quarantined for Smallpox 


in Kosciusko Town. 


Warsaw, Ind., May 2.—Appalling con- 


ditions were found to exist at Silver 
Lake, when Dr. N. H. Thompson, secre- 
tary of the board of health at Wabosh, 
visited tho town. As a r«nlt. more than 
ten families arc under quarantine- for 
smallpox. 


Among those under quarantine are the 


town barber, the town druggist and the 
town health officer, all of whom thought 
thpy were suffering from chickenpox. The 
Silver Lake health officer was suffering 
frotn. the. most severe case in the town 
and all the time was under the impres- 
sion that he had chickenpox. Citizens 
who were broken out with the disease 
were allowed to be upon the streets and 
for this reason the disease has become, 
more widely spread than would have 
been thp case had a strict quarantine 
been maintained. 


All of those, who are afflicted with the 


disease have been put under quarantine 
and it is hoped that the affliction can be 
sta.mpcd out before any fatalities result.

MADERO'S FORMER SECEETAEY TO GO ON 


LECTURE TOUR. 
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Anderson's Novel Idea. 
,^______ 


^ city of Anderson has just piYfn the world a nov- 


elty in modern crusading for reform—a "health day" 
celebration in which thousands partin'patod, and in which 
the stellar feaiurp was a pageant depicting thp evolution 
of the ge.rm and its progress from its aourfp to the state 
in which it -works its deadly hnvor. on public health. We 
ftre somewhat familiar with '.'health weeks"—Fort 
Wayne a few years ago staged a movement of this ehar- 
Actel*. Wo. were entertained and instructed in matters of 
health and pure foods by a collection of exhibits, exam- 
ples, illustrations and specimens, but, they were displayed 
in an auditorium, with lecturers in attendance to explain 
the showing and impress the lesson it was designed to con- 
vey. Thousands saw it, and unfjwstiuuably the effect was 
beneficial nnd helpful. 


But it was sedate, decorous and staid. It lacked the 


blfcre of bands and the panoply of pageantry. 
Tt had 


nothing of the elements of circus day. and there were no 
Shouting, cheering multitudes to acclaim it as the enter- 
prise passed in review—for it didn't, pass. Tt must be ad- 
mitted that for both noise and novelty. Anderson's health 
mOTement has set a new pace for the country. It is said to 
have been the first of its kind in tlu: United States. There. 
Vvere lectures, of course, but they made little headway with 
popular attention as against some half a hundred floats 
'depicting common errors in sanitation, lack of precaution 
ftgainst germs, the viciousness of the house fly and the rat, 
and the necessity for cleanliness of person and premises— 
•ill stringing out to the length of M mile or more in proces- 
sion along the principal streets of the city. 


Now it is said the idea is to lie taken up by other cities 


tvho propose to outdo Anderson in this direction, but one 
must doff his hat to the Madison county capital. Tt was at 
least first with the idea that perhaps, after'all, what we 
need to impress health lessons is the sugar-coating that 
the glare and glitter of the street parade can best supply.

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United States Highway Expert in Allen County 


to Aid in Establishment of Better Roads System 


Herman L- 
Arbenz, United 
States 


icnor engineer from the office of public 
roads of the national agricultural depart- 
ment is in Allen county working in con- 
junction with William G. Tonkel, high- 
way sperintendent, and at the end of 
three or four weeks of investigation he 
will make a. report to hia department 
luggesting methods of improvement in 
the road system. This will be communi- 
cated to the members of the board of 
county commissioners for their enlighten- 
ment and guidance in bringing about the 
improvement and advancement that is 
being sought here in common with the 
world in general. 


What is an United States senior en- 


gineer? In the first place he must bo a 
graduate 
of 
some 
technical 
school, 


equipped with a diploma and must have 
bad sufficient practical experience to en- 
able him to stand a rigid civil service ex- 
amination. 


This is the starting point. From this 


he must by careful study and actual con- 
tact with the many great problems cm- 
braced in his calling be able to go into 
a community, note the topographical con- 
iitiona, the material at hand and that 
rasiest obtained, the road system in 
vogue and make deductions that will en- 
able him to suggest a better system and 
the most practical methods of improving 
the public highways that he finds. 


This particular engineer is a man with 


B family of four children, has devoted a 
number of years before, he became an 
pngineer to road and street improvement 
work, is a student arid a thorough en- 
thusiast who is win-king in the broad 
highway of advancement with a zeal that 
Is so contagious that he, has already 
transmitted at least part of it to local 
officials, although he has been here for 
1 few days only. 


Established in 1895. 


The department in which he is working 


was established about 1896 and very nat- 
urally the object was to 
secure good 


roads in all the states of the Union. 


In addition to the engineers it sends 


out over the country special lecturers 
who arc provided with lantern slides il- 
lustrating the conditions found when the 
great task was undertaken and the grad- 
ual improvement that has followed the 
persistent efforts for betterment; and the 
hundred and one things that naturally 
attend a stupendous national movement 
of this character. 


Bulletins tarn sent out at regular inter- 


vals, to nil ports of the I'niotd States 
fraught with suggestions derived from 
the exparienceft of the counties and states 
tin* hw» entered «eriou«l/ upon ex- 


tensive plans of road improvement and 
diligent effort is made to Keep constantly 
in touch with the people who ought to 
he most interested. 


Apathy Great Obstacle. 


Apathy is the great obstacle in the way 


of the department. Farmers who own 
property abutting on highways that 
should be carefully maintained find that 
their own personal affairs demand most 
of their time and that through the pe- 
riods of the year when weather condi- 
tions are most favorable to road build- 
ing and to repair work they are too busy 
to take it up. 


When the. farm work is taken care of 


the weather, is . generally bad and the 
farmer cither can not work or prefers to 
rest and deterioration follows. The rem- 
edy for this is obvious—the employment 
of men for the work in the same manner 
in which they are employed for cleaning 
and repairing streets in the cities. 


Public highways have not received- the 


same special attention given to other 
important items of development and they 
have not kept pace with advancement in 
other lines. 


They a,rc worthy of the application of 


the same scientific principles that have 
been applied to the great railway sys- 
tems that have grown apace with civil- 
ization, but it has been a most difficult 
ta.sk to imbue the minds of the people at 
large with this idea- 


How the Thing Is to Be Done. 


Tn order to obtain the presence of a 


senior highway engineer and the benefit 
of his knowledge and experience it is 
necessary to make application through 
the congressman from the district to the 
agricultural department. 


Hon. Cyrus Olino secured Mr. Arbcnz 


and through his good offices the canvass 
that is now under way was instituted. 
His advice and suggestions will be for- 
mulated in a report which will later be 
transmitted through the proper chan- 
nels. 


Mr. Arbenz will lake into account con- 


struction, maintenance and administra- 
tion. 
Indiana has met the government 


more than half way in the matter by the 
onaelinent of a statute that centralizes 
the supervision of highway matters in 
one man and the one rnan in Allen coun- 
ty ia William (•!. Tonkel. 


Mr. Tonkel, as has been before stated, 


secured his appointment, by reason of his 
intelligent a.nd persistent care of the I.eo 
road, of which lie hnd charge under the 
old system. 
This rond hnd served for 


years ns a. model and its superintendent 
IVOR the logical man for thn place cre- 
ated under one of the beet road enact- 


ments that has ever passed through the 
hands of Indiana solona. 


He has already proven his worth ant 


the engineer is satisfied that the au 
thorities have made a good selection 
Like all government employes, Mr. Ar 
benz is not communicative and he has 
not said in so many words that Mr. Ton 
kel is capable, but he has taken up the 
work with him in a way to indicate that 
he recognizes his ability. 


The Matter of Maintenance. 


Maintenance is largely governed by lo- 


cal conditions. ]t is not always possible 
to obtain at a reasonable cost the ma- 
terial best suited -to this department ol 
road work and it is the duty of the en- 
gineer to ascertain the best available 
material, to give his reasons for making 
the selections and to tell how to put it 
on the highways at the least cost to thi 
county. 


In this same connection the old proverb 


of "a stitch in time saves nine," is admir- 
ably fitted for use. The logical plan is, 
of course, the estabhsninent of a daily 
patrol, as this method insures immediate 
and lasting results and in the absence of 
means to secure this the engineer is ex- 
pected to evolve the second best plan and 
advise its adoption. 


Maintenance is regarded as equally as 


important us construction, as no mattei 
what kind of material is used in rood- 
making it must constantly be watched 
for signs of deterioration and remedies 
must be applied at once from an eco- 
nomic standpoint. 


Construction Bis Issue. 


It is hardly worth while for an en- 


gineer or anybody else to assert that 
construction is a big issue. 
Engineers 


who have traveled the country for years 
and have hud the benefit of observation 
are admirably suited to recommend the 
best material for each portion of 
the 


United States. 


Tn making selections, topographv, eli- 


mate. occupations and industries "must 
be taken into consideration so that it can 
be. seen readily that the duties of the 
engineers extend beyond tho highway 
alone. The amount and kind of traffic 
are to be (jiken into account, drainage 
conditions are to be investigated and 
deep study is absolutely essential, nnrl 
for that reason the department permits 
a man to remain long enough in one 
community to acquaint, himself thorough- 
ly with these elements. 


\\1ien the wo-tor-hoimd macadam rood 


was discovered a few years ago jt. was 
thoroughly believed and believed gener- 
ally that the solution of the good roads 
problem had been arrived ajt. 


Stopped Further Investigation. 


Further investigations were stopped 


and tho communities comprised of the 
most energetic, advanced and intelligent 
citizens immediately took upon thorn- 
Helves the duty of building" mile after 
mile of thorough fares of this kind. 


Then came- the motor vehicle. For the 


first year or two the automobile was 
sent skimming over the surfaces, the oc- 
cupants of the machines enjoyed tho ex- 
hilaration of groat speed and the. wmfort 
of smooth roadbeds, and then came tho 
awakening. 


Mafcadam would no stand tho increased 


weight and the increased speed and the 
farmer who bad enjoyed good roads wa» 
up in arms against the auto driver who 
went speeding by his place, throwing out 
tlia gravel and practically destroying the 
road that he hud up to that time consid- 
ered the acme of construction and regard- 
ed as indestructible. 


Naturally he felt an aversion to the 


improved method of travel and he was 
not slow in showing his displeasure, but 
he found out that the machine was here 
to stay and then the question of build- 
ing roads that it would not destroy en- 
tered his mind. 


Next thing ninny of the farmers in-| 


dulged in automobiles themselves, found I 
they liked them mid this created an en- 
thusiasm in favor of road betterment. 
There is no doubt in the mind of the 
public that thn use of auto vehicles will! 
become more general in the course of a! 
few years and this is bound to give im- 
petus to good road-building. 


Must Work Out System. 


There are too many roads in *\llen 


county. 
One of the chief tasks of the 


engineer will he to evolve a system bv 
which trunk lines may be established and 
this will eventuate, if followed out, in 
tho abandonment of many i-oads that are 
now being maintained at big expense. 


Mr. Arbenz will devote himself first to 


picking out the roads best adapted to a 
primary system. 
In selecting these he 


will lake the nmin roads lending from 
•aoh section of the county to the shipping 
and marketing centers. 


Me will find intersecting these trunks 
any parallel roads sn close In each other 


that, it. will be an easy matter to dim- 
nate some and ,reduce the number of 
what he terms "feeders" to a minimum 
without seriously 
inconveniencing 
the 


people interested. 


Tn other words, (.here are many farms 


-hat are in easy across of two cross- 
rondfl. The. vacation of either would not 
work a great hn.rdship on anybody, but. 
•would greatly reducn th- expense, of 


I maintenance or rather would permit the 
1 money divided between two to be put ou 


one which would very naturally mean 
one good road instead of two bad ones. 


These cross-roads are depended upon 


for the secondary systems and it is there- 
fore necessary for an engineer to ac- 
vQiiaint himself minutely with the needs 
of each community before be can be ex- 
pected to work out a comprehensive sys- 
tem. 


To Make it Clearly Understood. 


If his plans, or rather the plans gen- 


erally advised by the department, are 
carried out, Mr. Arbeiiz will select roads 
radiating from Fort Wayne 
and the 


smaller towns in the county in every di- 
rection. He will designate them as trunk 
lines. 


In rebuilding or improving them it 


will he necessary to take into account 
both the amount of traffic and the kind. 
This is done with a view of determining 
the kind of material best adapted to 
each—the sort calculated to stand the 
wear and tear with the least amount of 
wear proportionate to the travel. 
j 


Traffic naturally congests at the limits j 


of the cities and towns for the reason 
that the people from all of the feeders 
pass over these portions of the, main 
stems. 


Heavier material is required at tho, 


limits than at any other point, and it 
con gradually .be made lighter as it wends 
its way from the centers of population, 
because the farther it travels the lighter 
the traffic becomes. 


Most people, have noticed that 
the 


worst stretches of rond are those Avithin 
a 
mil<> of the limits of Kort Wayne. 


Why? 
Because they are traveled 
by 


more people than any other portion, but. 
this has not been taken into account in 
the construction. 


Material and Location. 


For a number of years 
the United 


States government, has been experiment- 
ing with a view of finding a road ma- 
ierinl that, will withstand the wear of 
heavy trallic. 


Of course, there is brick on a concrete 


foundation and this might be offered as 
a solution. 
\V1icn it is taken into ac- 


count, however, that this material is al- 
most prohibitive on acrounl. of the in- 
itial cost, it can easily he seen that the 
experts have a stupendous undertaking 
on their hands. 


Tho question of residency does not 


enter largely into the matter, because 
motor traffic is rapidly suporeoding horse- 
drawn vehicles and thr tendency in that, 
direction in sufficient fo «arrant, tho ho.- 
li"f that, there is lil.tlo use to botho.r 
about whether tho surface of roads is 


hard or whether it has that "springiness" 
necessary to prevent ''staving up" the 
horses that arc driven over it. 


Roads that are entirely level ore not 


desirable and the practical builder bad 
rather have a few easy grades than to 
proceed over country that offers none, at 
all. All of the most experienced and the 
most learned men in this line recognizi 
that there are too manv long, steep 
grades. 


These provide surfaces for 
washing 


that render it impossible to keep roads 
in repair. Drainage is one of the pri- 
mary essentials of intelligent construc- 
tion and where a moderate amount of 
this is supplied by natunil conditions it 
is regarded as a great advantage. 


Lowlands to Be Considered. 


Roads in the lowlands ought not to 


be considered .in the same manner 
as 


those that have thn advantage, of eleva- 
tions. Consequently the experts in their 
investigations have been unable and do 
not expect to ever be. able to find material 
that will be adapted to all clima.tes and 
nil localities. 


As a matter of fact, it is highly desir- 


able that en.cb section of every highway 
be constructed of material best suited 
to its particular demands. 
Bituminous 


hinders, tar 
prop.-irations 
intelligently 


mixed with rond materials, have been 
found satisfactory, and so have the veg°- 
tahle preparations, such as jilutrin. 


Binifrrs of those material applied with 


maeadn.ni have givr-n good satisfaction 
where they have been 
used 
properly. 


Concrete is excellent in some places and 
many roads arc being built of it, but it 
is not, adapted to jroneral use. 


Cutting Away the Sod. 


Mr. Arbenz found on his arrival that, 


one groat stride in maintenance hnd boon 
made by Mr. Tonkel before bis arrival in 
Fort Wayne. Mr. Tonkel has boon re- 
quiring his assistants to cut away tho 
sod that om-roaehos upon the sides of 
the vondbods. 


Thin provides bettor drainage facilities 


and instead of standing on tho. roads 
after the rains, the water flows into the 
ditches at tin; sides and is properly taken 
care of. 


The department of agriculture in its 


roads department ban 
established 
the 


most complete testing laboratory in tin- 
world. This is designed for the free uso 
of tho states and counties and tho work 
of analyzing ia done gratis. 


Tn order tr> secure an analysis tho. of- 


ficials must, first obtain from the depart- 
ment the proper blanks. | These arc to 
be filled out showing tho kind of ma- 
terial, whore obtained, whether or not, it. 
has been used and jf it has been, what 


results wore obtained, and all other ii«« 
tails, and ore to be sent -with tho EBA-* 
toriiil. Express charges are paid bj; tiut 
Gender.

library that is also the most complete in 
the world. All of the best works on ro&ct 
building and material

in charge have had all of the standard 
foreign works translated into English. 


Allen county has some good roada and 


some mighty bad ones. It has too many 
roads, and many of them can possibly 
be eliminated if a system is evolved and 
adopted. 


Mr. Arbenz is impressed with the pert* 


of the county he has seen and rests firm 
in the belief that the energy and af- 
fluonee suggested by the farm house, the 
carefully tilled farms and good build- 
ings that he 1ms seen means that im- 
proved roads will come., and come rap- 
idly.

The Feeder Canal. 


In May the contract for the remaining 
thirteen miles of the summit level of the 
canal was let preceding this, fifteen miles 
of this portion had been placed under 
contract, completing the line to the forks 
of the Wabash. One of the most im- 
portant problems of the enterprise was 
solved in the construction of the feeder 
canal, which branched off the St. Joseph 
river six miles north of Fort Wayne, just 
above the feeder dnm.

Water from this feeder canal also sup- 
plied the contents of the Six-Mile reser- 
voir in I'nnlding county, Ohio, n neccs- 
fta.ry equipment for the eastern end of 
thn canal. The fender canal, now in a 
state of disuse (although for many years, 
nnd until about the year IflOfl, it supplied 
water power for corporations operating 
the city electric lighting plants) entered 
the (own from the. north, paralleling the

About 1905 or lOOfi, when the Misses 


rxswlsbhn were leaders of two of the. set- 
tlement clubs, they sa* that while the 
wttlement offered many kinds of enter- 
tainment in its clubs, and valuable in- 
struction in its classes, it lacked an 
adequate outlet for the imagination, senti- 
ment and poetic feeling in tbe children 
and young people who each week passed 
through tbe doors of the settlement. 


How conH this creative poetry be let 


loose with advantage to themselves and 
to the neighborhood? 
How could it be 


provided with a means of expression and 
be made to contribute to tuo newer civil- 
toitlon a portion of that culture and 
awthetklsm and those traditions of lit- 
erature aod of art which are the heritage 
of the older nations? Some sort of dra- 
matic interpretation seemed the rational

Other 
early pantomimes were "A Frolic of the 
Holidays," "The Revolt of the Flowers," 
a musical fantasy, and "Snow White." 
Then canw "Hiawatha," an arrangement 
of tbe American epic into whose, story 
were woven many Indian religions cere- 
monies. 


This festival was so appealing as to 


warrant a revival three years later. 
"Slipping Reauty" was given not alone 


ss a fairy legend but also as a midwinter 
pantomime, symbolic of the awakening 
fhat comes to all things after the winter 
snows. It, too. had to he revived. "The 
Discontented Daffodils" was a 
fairy 


slory with a beautiful ballet and four 
changes of scene, which sounds preten- 
tious until one learns how simply and 
economically it was managed. 


Night time in a. lonely pladc was ob- 


tained by a deep blue curtain as a back 
drop, a ireo in which perched an owl, 
a trickling brook shining in the moon- 
light, nnd the stage lights being turned 
low. 
Of course the construction of the 


brook from a piece, of galvanized iron, 
a few feet of rubber hose and a wooden 
tu-b was a secret Successively, a gypsy 
camp with A campfire. and a trained bear, 
the eitcrior of a castle nnd Uie throne 
room within the castle were presented 
with similar commonplace materials. 


In tha costuming attention is paid to 


Hue and color rather than, to rich ma- 
terials or elaborate design. If tho right 
color cannot bo purchased the material 
is dyed. 
Yirds of stuffs are dyed, for

production— sob'd colors, shaded 


ones nnd variegated effects.

the

timbrel in, her hand and all the maidens 
went out after her with timbrels and 
with dance." Through her dance Miriam 
prophesied in pantomime the victory of 
the Israelites over the many tribes that 
beset, and hindered them during their 
wanderings and their ultimate finding 
of th« Promised I/am}. 


The Channkah, or .Midwinter Festival, 


celebrated in conjunction with Christ- 
mas, wove together pagan, historical and 


tpgenflary lure as well us parts of the 
ritual service still used in tho yymi- 
.gogiics ami told tbe story that all na- 
tions and all religions know in one form 
or another, clothed in some legend or 
tradition, the story of the birth and 
mystery of Light .symbolized the world 
over by the altar fl.imo, the Yule log. 
the lighted Christmas tree, the'Chinese 
lantern or the Chakunah lamp. The He- 
brew harvest feast, called the Feast of 
Tabernacles, was ccli-brated in connec- 
tion with the American Thanksgiving. 
But instead of limiting flic thanksgiving 
to 'the first harvest reaped by the white 
man in America it was extended to the 
universal harvest 


The ritual chants and synagogal mel- 


odies for those festivals wore gathered 
by thn Misses Lewisohn. 


The dances wore arranged with the 


iik'a of symbolic intcrprctalion, and 
symbolism was again the, keynote in 
costuming, coloring and stage nettings. 
The settings for these ritual festivals 
have been kept even simpler than for the 
others—only a background of vine cov- 
ered lattico,aatural greens aud hemlocks. 


Tho Clmmikah employed a srone nltar, 


effectively backed hy hemlocks, before 
which a pagan sun dance was per- 
formed, and in the Fe.ist of Tabernacles, 
or thanksgiving, corn, wheat, pumpkins 
and either harvest fruits \vere used in 
sheaves an.] mounds. With their minor 
cliants and rhythmic motions and sym- 
bolic colors these festivals have made a 
strong appeal to the more serious emo- 
tions of lioth old aud young. 


f!irls in the sewing classes make the 


costumes and flowers, the boys make the 
scenery and so far as possible furniture 
nnd properties; a festival choral class 
nicets once a. week for gonerul voice 
training under an expert director ami 
for special practice in the songs of tho 
pioee then under rehearsal, and three 


festival dancing classes, under the per- 
sonal direction of Miss Irene Lewisohn, 
meet once a week for training in classic 
technique, folk, national and interpretive 
dancing and pantomime. In these classes 
lire mapped out, rehearsed and perfected 
Kiii'h ballets as the Water Dance and, 
the Dance of Wood Sprites in the panto- 
mime of "Sleeping Beauty" and the im- 
perial ballet of "Tbe Discontented Daf- 
fodils," with its premieres danseuses, its 
simulation of toe dancing, to the music 
of Coppelia, aud its charming poses 
and evolutions. Here, too, are taught 
the ceremonies of the ritual festivals. 


TJio1' present dramatic, club was re- 


cruited from the festival classes, the 
pantomimes and the dramatic class. The 
producing staff was increased from two 
to five, tbe Misses Lewisohn being joined 
by two young women of some professional 
experience, Miss Helen Arthur and Miss 
Agues Morgan, and by the well known 
actress Mrs. Le Moyne. 


Tbe plaj-, chosen by the five producers, 


is rend aloud to the club. 
Competitive 


readings .ire then held, extending ov«r » 
period of three or four weeks. 
Seated 


around a large table in the dininc room 
t/f the settlement, the young people take 
turns in reading aloud, under correction 
and criticism from the producers, 


The first play, given at Clinton Hall !n 


1912, 
wns "The Shepherd," e scrlou* 


revolutionary drama of Russian peasant 
life, never before produced in New York. 
Presented In a Russian neighborhood, hy 
thn sons and daughters of Russians, many 
of them revolutionists, it made a stirring 
Impression upon its audience. Spirited 
Russian folk dances enlivened one scene 
*nd bright cues nnd handsome embroid- 
erii>s of th? Russian cortume added 
touches of color to the sombre y«t ^man- 
tic story. The proceeds oC three out of 
the four performances were Bent to tie 
Friends of Russian Freedom. 


The production of these plays In the 


Henry Street 
Settlement 
shows tho 


variety of tho repertoire -nd the versa- 
tility of the young actors nnd lends color 
to the hope c/f the Misses Lewisohn th»t 
American dramatists •writing for th« pro- 
fessional stage, especially the younger 
men and women who are still straggling 
for recojrnition, may be interested to let 
the dramatic club perform their plays 
and oven to write plays especially for 
them. 
Because of the low admission 


charge, the club can pay only small royal- 
ties, but it can promise an intelligent, 
sympathetic, though simple, production, 
adequate rehearsing, good English on the 
part of the players, and a professional 
standard of excellence in all department*. 
Also, the emphasis is put on the play 
itself, never <,n the exploitation of any 
player; everything is subordinated to the 
beauty of the whole, to the desire to pro- 
duce as perfect a piece of work ai la 
possible in the circumstances. 


Next year the club hopes to make wore 


ihan one production, perhaps as many 
as three in the course of the winter, and 
some day to have a stage of its own 
where changes of set may be actual ai 
well as apparent, and where the choice 
of play need co longer be limited to those 
.requiring only "interiors" and where the 
festivals hy the younger children, now a 
regular feature of. the year's dramatic 
programme, may receive a more spaciou* 
mounting. Performing in a little theatr* 
of their own, these "companies of young 
players should make a strong appeal to 
a wider audience than they have yet 
reached, not only on their own east side 
but also farther uptown.

the slaying of "The Ox" wns an act of 
vengeance. 
The most reasonable sup- 


position (I was alrendy morally certain 
that Petto killed Benedetto) wns that he 
"had died at the hand of a relative of 
Benedetto's. 
It was but n step further 


to attribute the killing of Benedetto him- 
self to vengeance. 


Kow, for tho moment, I must lead you 


back again. 


In January, 1903, several months he- 


fore the barrel murder buff led the police 
ut New Yorlc, three Italians vrere ar- 
rested in Yonkers, N. Y., charged with 
counterfeiting five dollar notes of the 
National Iron bank, of Morristown, N. J.

Dncervera, 
Salvatore 
Romano 
and 


De Pricma. The last, you will

^fen^lwhilp I upvpral tirowi questioned 


'"'rocprvern, De Priema nnd Romano. I 
knew (hat none of these men would talk. 
Tf any one of them did and was re- 
leased, his body would doubtless be 
found, 
broken and mutilated, within 


twenty-four hours. 
On one. occnaion I 


hnd Oropprvera and DC Priema brought, 
to my office at the »ame time. 
I left 


Croci-rvera in the. outer office nnd with 
n grent show of secrecy ke.pt De Priema 
locked np with me in «n inner office for 
more than nn hour. 
Crocervern, of 


course, knew tlint he wns in Chore and 
my scheme was to mnke him think that 
Uo Priemn had oonfossed, thus lending 
the other prisoner, in a spirit of spite, to 
incriminate his companion and perhaps 
divulge many secrets of the hand. 


After I thought Croccrvpra had had 


time to think thir,Es over I dismissed DC 
Priemn. 
As he left my office I went 


to the door with him, and In sisht nnd 
hearing of Crocervern. shook him cor- 
dially by the hand nnd bade him poodhy 
heartily, as if I was much gratified 
by wlint he had told me. An a mnt.te.r of 
fact he hnd told mo next to nothing, hut 
I wished to strengthen Croccrvcra's sus- 
picions against him. 


Tho ruse wns fruitless. 
Oocorvora 


told me absolutely nothing. Tie did, how- 
ever, convey to the leaders oE the Black 
Hnnd ncmi n£ *tt that ttriuiwaired in my 


officp. 
This I lonrncd Inter through a 


number of different channels. 


He enve it out that 
Ho 
Priema 


had confessed all, nnd that every mem- 
ber of (he band was in danger. 
Al- 


Ihough my little piece of acting did not 
result in forcing (".rocerrera to disgorge, 
i-ocrefs of tho Klnek Hnnd, it had con- 
vinced him of Ho Priemn's duplicity nnd 
hnd far roncliitii; results of an unexpected 
and a startling character. 


The members of the society had no rea- 


son to doubt, the truth of rorcervern's ac- 
cusation against DC Pricma, and when 
we arrested No. fl, who called himself 
Ginliambardo, 
they' were 
absolutely 


convinced that the prisoner had be- 
trayed them. 


The throe, men captured In Yonkers 


were, sent to Shift Sing, convicted of 
passing counterfoil money. 
The fact 


that DC Prie.ma himself wns serving n 
term in prison did not eicuse him in the 
eyes of tho Black Hnnd Society, which 
believed 
IIP. had betrayed Ha secrets. 


According to Uio tenets of the orgnniza- 
tion I)e Priema should he punished by 
death, hut De Priema wnn in prison, and 
it did not suit tho desires of the Black 
Hand to wait for vengeance until he 
was relejised. Tho anger of the Sicilian 
flares up like loose powder when it is 
kindled nnd revenge must be quick if 
possible. 


According to the unwritten law of the 


Black Hnnd, of which 1 shall write more 
Inter, as De, Priemn wns where be could 
not he punished his nearest mnle relative 
was mnrked to pay the penalty. 
Do 


Prie.ma had no mnle blood relatives, and 
so at a conference of the lenders of the. 
society it wa* decided that hia brothfir- 
in-lnw should die. This was Marueno 
Benedetto, the man whose body was 
found in the barrel covered by an over- 
coat 
"Petto the Ox" waa selected to 


commit the crime. 


"Petto the 0*" was choseen to kill Ben- 


edetto, the barrel victim. In turn Petto 
•was shot to denth by a kinsman of Bene- 
detto. 
Many suppose that tho avenger 


of the barrel murder wns De Prima him- 
self, who in the natural course of events 
would have been called upon to act. 
This is because DP. Prima wns released 
from Sing Sing at about the time of 
Potto's death, hut I can say for cer- 
tainty that De Prima did not shoot "II 
Bovp.'' (the Ox), for he was still in prison 
when Potto answered tbc shrill whistle 
which drew him to his death. 


The police will also tell you that De 


Prima when released attempted to flee 
to Palermo nno that he died at sea, 
probably at the hands of an assassin. 
Of this morn later. 


Knowing the methods nnd the ideals— 


if such they may he called—of the Black 
Hnnd, nud remembering the incident in 
my office, when Crocervora believed De 
Prima 
hnd betrayed him, I 
recon- 


structed this chain of events nnd, despite 
the failure of the police to fasten the 


guilt of the barrel murder on Petto, »nd 
despite the lack of real evidence, I was 
firmly convinced that "Petto the Oi" 
was the murderer. 


The death of "The Oi" strengthened 


this conviction. 


And— well, there were other reasons 


for my certainty, reasons which I daro 
not toll because I must safeguard the 
lives of others. 


After the death of Petto the two mur- 


ders were officially of little interest to 
me, but I was determined to prove my 
theory correct. I can say thnt in every 
detail the story I have told you was cor- 
roborated years afterward by men who 
knew the facts. 


In no way were the troubles of the 


Spcrot Service abated hy the deaths of 
Benedetto nnd "Petto the Ox" and the 
disappearance of 
Do Prima, though 


with the, grim closing of these incidents 
the New York police lost Interest in the 
men 
whom tho Secret Service wns 


stalking. 
The hand wns rather disor- 


ganized for a time, but when their sus- 
picions were lulled and they began to 
feel once more secure they gravitated 
back to their old haunts — the cafe of 
Pietro Tnzerillo, in Elizabeth ftreet; the 
dark little saloon of Ignado Lnpo, jnst 
around the corner, nnd the dnrker res- 
taurant of Giuseppe Morello, with its 
odors of (tnrlic and worse, in the rear of 
I/upo's saloon. 


Here the meu who were making bogus 


bank notes congregated, and here the 
unknown operatives of the Secret Ser- 
vice watched them and waited. 


In telling of the fight against the 


counterfeiters I should begin with other 
activities of the band leading up to the 
counterfeiting game and showing more 
and more that the Black Hand actually 
exists. 


Much of whnt I am about to tell I 


knew at the time it occurred; the rest 
was told to me later. 


Behind all the activities of the Blnck 


Hand is a passion for getting wealthy 
without working— a mania for making 
money quickly. 
Although, there are 


many members of the society, for the 
most part the plunder goes to a few 
leaders, particularly to the leaders like 
Lupo nnd Morello. Although tho Black 
Handera are not averse to preying on 
their countrymen from Sicily, and even 
from Corleone, the cradle of the society, 
they particularly delight in terrorizing 
quiet, Inw abiding 
v Italians from the 


Neapolitan districts. 


In their schemes for blackmail the 


Black Handera are aided by the villnn- 
ous notoriety many of them had- in Italy 
before they migrated to the United 
Stntes. Much of the trouble1 aroused by 
the 
Blnck Hnnd might hnve been 


avoided had the Italian government 
Uken steps to extradite the leaders (if 
the band and had Undo Sa.m handed 
... ___ _________ ,.„,, ___ 


them over to the polica of Italy. Per- 
that they"form" iTcompany. 


haps the government at Rome considers 
Accordingly the I*nat* E 


itsclf well rid of the offenders and 
content to linve them remain in America 


According to (he records of the Minis 


try of Foreign Affairs of Italy. Glu 
feppo Jforcllo wns convicted in thc^Cou; 
of Assizes of Messina, Italy, on Septom 
ber H, 18S4, of forgery of credit pnpe 
and swindling. He wns sentenced to si 
years and forty-five days' imprisonmen 
nnd fined ],000 lire. 


In JSnn Morello, nlins Frittodn, we 


declared hy the Court of Palermo to b 
a Habitual criminal nnd wns charged 
with beinc a member of a group of men 
banded together for the purpose of rob 
bery and homicide. 


Another report In the same depart 


ment says that Sforello was accused o 
the 
intontionnl slaying of Anna 
d 


Puma and thnt he 1hen emigrated to 
New York. I do not believe any attemp 
wns ever made to extrnditc him. It wan 
also believed that Morello was th 
author of the murder of Giovanni Vclla 
a crime for which Francesco Ortonella 
and Francesco Orlando wore convicted 


As to Lupo, he was tried and con 


victed of murder in Italy under whnt 
will seem to Americans very strange 
conditions. 
Lupo was charged with a 


certain murder, but he had already es- 
caped from the country and fled to the 
United States. This, however, did not 
prevent the Italian court from trying 
him, for in Italy one accused of murder 
is tried for the crime whether his person 
may be produced in court or not. Thus 
Lnpo wns trio.d and convicted of murder 
after he had already made his escape to 
New York. 


These are the men whose brains di 


reeled the activities of the Black Hand 
In America before they were placed be- 
hind prison bars. It w«s they who bene- 
fited most by the blackmailing schemes 
of the band. As fast as Morello ac- 
quired tnoney he invested it in barber 
shops, shoe repairing shops and res- 
taurants, while Lupo put his capital into 
a string of grocery stores. He soon be- 
came one of the greatest importers of 
olive oil and lemons in the United 
States. According to the most accurate 
estimates we can make, the two men ac- 
-quired more than $200,000 in a few 
years, 


Lupo was perhaps the more enterpris- 


ing of the two men. It wns he who sug- 
gested that with money they snved from 
the various business ventures into which 
they put their ill gotten gains they build 
a tenement house. This house was sold 
at such a profit thnt they constructed 
several others, all of which netted them 
handsome gains. The money was each 
tune reinvested until the two men were 
carrying on a really big business. 


Again it was Lupo who suggested that 


as there was so much money in building 
tenement houses it would be profitable 
to have more capital, nnd he suggested 


-. Asgocla- 


tlon of Corleone was organized ns a 
stock company. Stock wns sold only to 
Italians from Southern Italy and the 
capital wns to be used for the erection 
of two rows of tenement houses for 
Italians in the upper part of New York 
city. The capital stock of the associa- 
tion wns sold for $3 and $5 a share. 
When dividends were due the amount 
was to be pnid to the holders) of the 
stock or credited to their accounts. The 
houses were built in quick succession. 


As quickly as, they could Lupo nnd 


Morello acquired control oFnll the stock 
nnd used the funds of tho association to 
further their own private ends. 


The heads of the association soon 


began to get Into trouble. Some of the 
contractors who had erected the tene- 
ment houses were paid. 
Others were 


not. 
Some of the holders of stock re- 


ceived dividends while no money was 
paid to others. The same was true of 
firms which furnished the building ma- 
terials. 


There were stockholders all over the 


country, as far west as the Mississippi 
valley and south to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Lawsuits threatened. 
Creditors nnd un- 


paid stockholders alike were becoming 
menacing. Lupo and Morello knew that 
their activities would not bear the 
scrutiny of the law. 
They must ap- 


pease those who were clamoring for 
money due them lest they, bring «uit 
against the association 


It was then the two hit upon tbe 


scheme of counterfeiting money. It was 
decided to establish a large and well 
equipped plant for the making of bogus 
bills. .

This wa« in the summer of 1008. In 
lay, 1909, counterfeit two dollar nnd 
ive dollar bills began to appear in many 
f the large cities of the East and Middle 
Vest, especially jn New YoiHc, Phila- 
clphia, Pittsburg, Buffalo, Chicago and 
Boston. Some of tho bills appeared as 
ar from headquarters as New Orlenns. 
"et the appearance of the counterfeit 
otes in all these various cities was 
multaneous, which showed that a large 
nd well organized band must be opcrat- 
ng.

One oth?r time when Morello w§» In 


New Orlenns on the business of ths 
Ignatz Fiorio Association of Corl«on« 
certain Italians who knew of his counter- 
feiting operations threatened to erpow 
him. 
They were not satisfied with tak- 


ing bopis money for their stock in the 
association. 
One of these men wa» a 


hotel keeper, a leader among the Italian! 
of his class in tho city. 


Word was carried to Morello that hit 


enemies were plotting to inform the gov- 
ernment of his work, and as a den to 
those who threatened him he walked thft 
streets of Now Orleans wearing on bit 
bead a red handkerchief knotted at th« 
four corners. 
The significance of thli 


will be mnde moro startling In a latei 
article. For the present suffice it to say 
that his enemies knew what it meant. 


That night the hotel keeper who had 


threatened to expose Morello was found 
dead. 
He 'hod been shot through the 


henrt and Morello had left New Orlean*. 


In tho meantime Lupo had fled from 


hi» creditors, having contracted heary 
debts in carrying on his grocery businew 
But though he might elude creditors h( 
was not able to slip from tho clutch o! 
Uncle Sam, nnd I knew that he wag liv- 
ing in Ardonin, N". Y., which is not far 
from Highland, across the Hudson River 
from Foughkeepsic. Lupo also had made 
several trijs to cities where counterfeit 
money WHS making its appearance, and 
this, coupled with the fact that he lived 
in Ardonia nnd tJlat I knew the money 
was being manufactured somewhere with- 
in 100 mil'js of New York, gave. me * 
pretty clear idea who was at the head of 
thc^work. 


The fact that the men entrusted with 


the business of getting the bills in cir- 
culation in al! tho different centres were 
nil from Corleone is interesting, as £ 
have said before that to jet into tie 
Black Hand Society a man must be from 
Corleone, or como recommended from 
some one living In Corleone or who once 
lived there. 


The net was drawing close about the 


counterfeiters. 
My men watched them 


at every turn. Some of their most secret 
schemes -were reported to me before the 
rank and file of the Black Hand itself 
mew what was afoot. 
My aids— again 


:hose unheralded heroes known merely 
by numerals to all but myself— were 
working themselves into the very inner 
councils of the band. Day by day tfb«M 
Secret Service men risked their live* to 
gain the confidence of the men wfho were 
directing the work of the counterfeit*™. 
Tust how these men reported to me I 
cannot tell at this time. My words wonld 
sound their death knell. Later I shall 
ell all that I dare. 
We w«re certain that Lirpo and Morello 


were the leaders of the counterfeitem. 
Wi^jmew many of their lieutenants, but 
we were not ready to arrest them. Pre- 
vious erperience in rounding up counter- 
feiters had taught me not to attack until 
my every gun was trained. 
Should we 


arrest the few we knew, the others wonld 
most assuredly escape. We had evidenc* 
enough, perhaps, to arrest Lnpo and 
Morello and charge them with making 
the notes, but it would have been diffi- 
cult to prove that they were actually en- • 
gaged in their manufacture and more 
difficult still to show their connection 
with the circulation of the bills. 


Many of tho "shovers of the queer," 


which means the men who put the notes 
in circulation, were known to us, but to 
arrest them as they worked among the 
little Italian shops would have, warned 
those who were actually making the 
money and plotting the work. Tho conn- 
terfeiting plant would have been dis- 
mantled at once and the whole gang dis- 
persed until they considered it s*fe to 
begin work in a new locality. ThU

Diaz did not (rust him ami when, nt Vern f'rnz. the need 
dictator was saying his lust adieus to Mexico he was askrd 
why he hurt not scut General Iluerta against. Francisco 
Imrnogeno Madero In the north. 
I'orflrio Diaz knew his 


people. Ho replied:— 


"BeeaiiHfi T did not trust him." 
That was before Huerta'K star appeared on the horizon 


of Mexican politics. 


No one has trusted General Hucrtn—before or since the 


day Porfirio Diaz took his long, last. lingering look at tlifl 
bleak sand hills at Vern Cmz. Francisco Immogene Madcru 
ilid not trust him, and to-day, while the great came of poli- 
tics Is being played on the Mexican stage, there Is not one 
man who has confidence, in the Iron man who seized and 
holds power In the Mexican capital. 


"I am a common Indian." General Huerta has said 


many times. He Is proud of his Indian Wood. 


But there is about the man who calls himself the pro- 


visional constitutional President of Mexico more than is 
common lo the Indian. Possessing the cruelty of the abo- 
rigine, he Is without the loyalty commonly attributed to his 
,-ineestors. Crafty to a degree, a politician and a diplo- 
matist. Huertn. has achieved what no other Indian could 
have done and lie has flaunted his defiance in the face of 
the world. 


Silent and Expressionless. 


To those who know him best, fienernl Huerta is the 


Bilent man. Ho seldom "speaks, and always his face seems 
the same—expressionless, lips tightly compressed, eyes, 
cold and black and penetrating, looking straight, ahead. 
When he speaks it. is slowly, and at times his voice is so 
low that his words are scarcely audihle. And then be will 
clench his hands and slriUo the nearest object a resounding 
blow, as if to accentuate his power to command obedience. 


Many stories are told of his borne life, but there are 


few who know him at home. When he leaves the Palacio 
Nacional late in the afternoon he often motors or walks 
down Avenida de San l'"rancisco to one oC the fashionable 
tea houses of the capital, and there he holds what In 
fWtiousness is called a "Cabinet meeting." It means n 
social talk with members of his Cabinet, who follow him 
there to drink a cup of tea while their chief, beguiles the 
time with cognac served to him 1n a teacup. 


To disturb General Huerta after he has reached his 


home, whether at one of the numerous houses he has pur- 
chased since he seized the government or nt. Chnpultepec, is 
something few men will attempt. To gain admission to the 
private rooms of General Huertn requires nerve and per- 
severance. 
But once within those rooms and face to face with 


the man Who has made much of the bloodiest in Mexico's 
history, the sights the visitor sees am unexpected. Deep 
down in a comfortable chair reposes G'eneral Huertn. At 
his side is a table, littered with papers. Within reach of 
his right hand is a bottle of cognac and a glass. As the 
night wears on the contents of the bottle diminish and, 
finally, the glass Is no longer used. Huerta drinks from 
the bottle. 
Hours roll by, but deep in his easy chair General 


Huertn takes no care, of the fleeting hours. His waistcoat 
Is unbuttoned and his old brown suit, showing the wear 
of months, is stained here and there. IDs eyelids become 
heavy and his head nods from side to side and not infre- 
quently, he falls asleep In his chair by the empty cognac 


Men who know General Huerta stay away from him 


then. It was at such a time-that Hnerta first reorganized 
the Cabinet General Felix Diaz left, him as a heritage. At 
midnight he sent for his Minister of Foreign Belations and 
commanded him to go at once to the Finance Minister and 
request his resignation. The Minister of Foreign Relations 
dared to remonstrate, calling attention to tho lateness of 
the hour. 
"Go!" shouted Hnerta, "and tell him to get out at once." 
Porfirio Diaz was called the "Iron Man of Mexico," 


but Porfirio Diaz was never feared by Mexicans as ia 
Victorian" Huerta 
But there is another side to the raan. 
No one doubt* Huerta's bravery. He does not know 


fear. Into the muzzle of a gun he will look with the very 
same indifference with which he regards a plea for mercy. 
He Is nothing more than ft. rough soldier, but down In hia 
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heart he has admiration and great respect for a brave man. 
On the man who would run away Huerta wastes no 
sympathy. 


I have asked many men General Huerta'B age, but they 


oonld only guess. Upward of sixty years old. he has spent 
his life in the Mexican army. He was born In Chihuahua, 
according lo War Department records, and entered thi» 
army when a boy. He rose from a pr'vate in the ranks to 
a general of division, the hlgbent rank In the Mexican 
service. 
If he was ever whipped no one remembers the 


engagement. Sometimes he ran away, but always h« came 
back. 


Huerta is a fighter of the old Porfirio Dfaz nchool—Ot« 


kind who tnkes few prisoners. He helleres that the Imt 
place for a disturber of the peace In th« grurc and It tnftktu 


. little difference to him if the jrravo be shallow. He l*to 


nothing stand in his way or hold him from bin ambtttanii. 


Victoriano Huerta first came Into notice wb*B Porflrto 


Diaz quit Mexico. At the moment it seemed as If (ill tfc* 
world was against Diaz and ho had no one to whom he could 
turn. The old President sent for Huerta. and told him to 
get his command and act as escort Up to that time Hnerta 
was an unknown. 


Speeding toward Vcra Cruz on the Mexican Hallway, 


President Diaz's train was attacked by bandit* and Hnerta. 
was given an opportunity to flffht He directed tlw federal 
troops under his command against the attacking; party and 
beat them back. That was the first time his name wax 
published in the newspapers In connection with a nrtllttry 
engagement. 


Huerta again figured in the preu despatches wbea fe* 


lined his little command up In front of the residence of 
Frederick Adams In Vera Crnz. where President Diaz wu 
staying. He saluted his old chief and, with teari stream- 
ing down his weather beaten and scarred face—and they, 
must have been real tears If Victoriano Huerta «hed then*— 
he took Diaz's hand in his own and told him that he COOld 
always count on the Mexican army. 


Huerta then returned to the capita! and In « Itttle 


while Francisco Immogene Madero came and there wa§ • 
new government and a democracy. 


Madero found that he mnst call on some fighter of the' 


old Porfirio Diaz school and he selected Huerta. He. wa* 
sent, against Orozco. Again bis nnme appeared In the press 
despatches in all the great papers of the world and the 
story told bow he had whipped the revolutionists and scat- 
tered their forces. Huertn at once became the greatest tnan 
lu the Mexican army. He was recalled and again be 
walked the streets of the capital, a general without a 
command. 


Bad days, lean days, followed. He was almost blind 


from a cataract on one of his eyes. Dr. Aureliano TJrrutla. 
n noted Mexican surgeon, was interested in the case and 
consented to operate to remove the cataract. Huerta en- 
tered Dr. Urrutia's sanitarium at TlaJpam, a suburb of 
Mexico City, and the operation was performed without the 
use of an anaesthetic, It is said. 


"Cut it off," Huerta told the surgeon, and Dr. Urrntla,

two other medicines in experiments made 
on 1,000 patient/) at the Metropolitan 
hospital on Blackwell's Island. 
A de- 


tailed report is about to be made to the 
medical profession. 


It hM been found that the vegetable so 


highly esteemed ns a condiment is effica- 
ciaui in more forms of tuberculosis than 
tn« other remedies which have been under 
ob»«rration. Phosphorus stands next to 
g»rlic in efficacy, according to these re- 
nearcb.es. The explanation of this is that 
the garlic, which is often vegetable sul- 
phur, liberates phorphqrua 
from 
the 


bones of the human body in such a form 
that it cures or helps tho tuberculous pa- 
tient. Tho inorganic sulphur can not be 
assimilated in this manner. 


Tho juice of garlic has been used for 


centuries in lung affections. The remedy 
fs given in the form of a paste or oint- 
ment for tubereuluos knee joints and the 
like. It is also taken through the stom- 
ach, and patients with diseased lungs 
also inhale the fumes from the juice of 
the plant. 
The juice of garlic is very 


penetrating and goes rapidly through 
the system. Tlie ointment, of which the 
base is lard or vaseline or lanolin, is 
^•meared over the affected parts once a 
day and is used principally in tuhercu- 
lous diseases of the skin, bones and 
joints. 


Tuberculosis of the lungs is treated 


with teaspoonful doses of the juice three 
times a day, generally before meals, in 
milk or water. 
Juice of the garlie is 


placed on a handful of absorbent cotton 
in an open jar and the patient inhales 


' deeply from the jar from 
fifteen 
to 


tlrirty times a day. The 
treatments 


•howed at once the value of the garlic, as 
an expectorant, and coughs fiimimshed. 
In many cases an increase of tho red 
corpuscles <»f the blood was soon noticed. 
—New York Herald.

Two men were recently executed in 


Pennsylvania for murder. Great efforts 
had been made by tbeir friends to ob- 
tain from the governor ft pardon, and, 
failing in this, a commutation of the 
sentence to imprisonment for life, anil, 
failing in this also, they at least earn- 
estly besought a brief respite. 
These 


friends worked day and night. 
Their 


own business was neglected in the in- 
tensity 
of their solicitude to prolong 


even for a few days the existence of the 
condemned criminals. They went from 
house to house, from acquaintances >p 
strangers, asking for signatures to their 
petition. 
They were not ashamed to 


argue, to entreat, to weep. 
But 
all 


seemed in vain. The governor pave no 
sign of yielding to their importunities. 


Hence preparations for carrying out 


the stern behest of the law went on, and 
the fatal day arrived. The sound of the 
hammer and the saw was borne from the 
scaffold to the cell in which thr doomed 
wretches crouched in despair. 
Tile offi- 


cers entered, and they were led forth 
with their arms pinioned. 
The steps 


were mounted; they stood upon the trap- 
door, trembling in every joint and hag- 
gard witli terror; the ropes were adjusted 
about their necks; when suddenly the bell 
of the jail was rung violently, and rapid 
pounding was heard on it* massive en- 
trance. The sheriff, supposing that some 
of the mob in the street were trying to 
gain admittance, paid no attention to 
the noise, and the next moment the men 
were launched into eternity. 


But the ringing and the loud knock- 


ing continued, and a policeman was dis- 
patched to (|iiict the disturbance. Al- 
most immediately fie returned, attended 
hy a. messenger from the governor bring- 
ing a reprieve, but it came too late. Only 
half a minute la to. but it might have 
been a thousand years late so far ns it 
could affect that interests of the exe- 
cuted men, for thrir necks were broken 
by the fall, 
if the messenger had trav- 


eled with a little more speed, if 
the 


sherilT had responded to the first sum- 
mons, if this, that and tile other thing 
had occurred differently, two immortal 
beings would have gained further time 
for mercy: but as it was. the reprieve 
arrived Iiulf a minute late. 


Thus it will be with many who now- 


hear the gospel In unbelief ami indiffer- 
ence. "Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate: for many. 1 say unto you. will 
seek to enter in. and sluill not be able. 
\Vhen once t-he master of the house is 
risen up. and hath shut to the door, and 


begin to stand without, and to knock 


at the door, caving. Lord. J,ord. open 
unto us: and lie shall answer and say 
unto you. 1 know you not whence, ve 
are: (lien shall ye begin to say, We have 
eaten and drunk in thy presence, and 
thou bust taught in our streets. But he 


shall say, I tell you, I know you not 
whence ye are; depart from me all ye 
workers'of iniquity,"- (Luke 13:24-27). 
Just as certainly as Jesus came the first 
time to die on the cross, so surely will he 
come a second time in glory; and when 
once he is risen up, and hatli shut to the 
door, it will be too late to seek admit- 
tance. Even half a minute late will be 
an eternity late. 


"Because I have called, and ye refused; 


I have stretched out my hand, and no 
man regarded; but ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none of my 
reproof; I also will laugh at your calam- 
ity; f will mock when your fear cometh; 
when you fear cometh as desolation, and 
your destruction cometh as a. whirlwind: 
when distress and anguish cometh upon 
you. Then shall they call upon me, but 
I will not answer; they shall seek me 
early, lint they shall not find me' (Prov. 
1:24-28); "lie that being often reproved, 
hardeneth his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, 
and that 
without remedy" 


(Prov. 2fl:ll: "Because sentence against 
an evil work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil. Though a 
sinner do evil an hundred times, and his 
days be prolonged, yet surely I know, 
that it shall be well with them that fear: 
Cod. 
which fear before him: but it shall 


not be well with the wicked, neither 
shall he prolong his days, which are as 
a shadow: because lie feareth not before 
Cud" (Kcc. 8:11-13). 


This shadow will soon pass away, and 


be merged in "the blackness of darkness 
forever "'(Jude 13) for some, who im- 
agine that they have time enough. The 
voice of God is saying.

Christian " (Acts 
24:281: but there is no evidence that lie 
ever nppronched nearer the cross than he 
was then and there.

This Fruit is Popular Everywhere in Home Gardens, But Its Culture On a Commercial Scale Is Largely Confined to the 


Northeastern States and the Pacific Coast, It Is the Most Important of Our Bush Fruits. 


"Well-bred farm horses. 


colts arrive at maturity and the dif- 
ference will all be in favor of the well 
bred one—certainly In nine cas 
of ten. 


The. buyers in the big cities want 


horses that are bred nn certain lines. 
The drafts must h;ive weight, nnrt bone; 
the roadsters speed; thp saddl? horse 
gaits and earriaco and so on. each ac- 
cording to his kind.

papers nnd see if T am nnt rlcht about 
the classification and prii-cs of horses 
when they are ?old fnr the "hi;;h 
dollar" and then not" the prices paid 
for chunks, which are generally non- 
descript.

BOund stallion of any breed, for al- 
though you may he told hy tho owner 
or groom that sur'n troubles ns "just 
a slight puff" on the Inside of hook, 
"just a little narrow about the heels." 
or "Just a little enlargement about the 
knees." but "sound as a dollar." and 
numbers of other trifles, no called, you 
will find out In the course of ye.-irs of 
breeding horses that unsoundness in 
limhg or feet chows a manifest weak- 
ness and this weakness in v*ry liable 
to be transmitted to the foal. 


The writer well recalls a case In point 


when a thoroughbred stallion of high 
merits, siipurb breeding and splendid 
racing record became. Injured very 
badly on tb« for* foot which put a 
quietus to his turf career, the injury 
developed into a pumled foot, tho 
whole foot, being abnormally large,. 


This stallion wan placed in the stud

good cults, hut several of them devel- 
oped cluh foot. So hy all means breed 
to a sound horse.

A Fanning Mill 


In sowing small grain crops an Im 


portant factor In securing a good yield 
lies in tho sowing of good, plump, 
heavy seed of uniform size. 
This 


tends to ripen the. crop more, evenly. 
thereby reducing the percentage of 
light and Inferior seed* of grnln. Very 
little of tho light and inferior seed 
that In sown germinates, and what 
does produces 
weakly plants that 


rleld short. 1-fe.rior heads. 


It requires the. same amount of la- 


bor and the difference in the cost of 
the Improved seed and the grain from 
tho bins Is so very small that It Is very 
•poor economy to sow anything but the 
best cleaned and graded seed. 


Every farmer who grows small 


fraln should have a fanning mill, for. 
considering th« fact that It will re- 
move such a large quantity ot in- 
terior grain and lo«t BO many years. It 
Is one of tho he.st paying tools we 
Vave on onr farm". The feeding value 
)f the light and cracked grain that Is 
javed by the uso of the fanning mill 
will soon pay for the machine and 
*uch grain 1s only a detriment when 


The rnspberry will crow In a great 


variety of soils, but to cive the best 
results should be planted In a well-, 
ilrainoil soil, one which Is retentive of | 
moisture, and 
which Is abundantly 


supplied w i t h humus. 
A sandy loam, 


illiotisoly c u l t i v a t e d , and \vell supplied 
\vith decompiled 
barnyard compost, 


will Rive a heavy yield. The canes on 
such soils often make a growth of 
10 feet or even more. 


Tho rnspbei-ry responds splendidly 


to rood preparation.

and thorough h.'irroivinc should always 
he plven before plants are pet. In 
some cases ;t will p:iy to plow several 
times, tlie Mm he!ng to get a deep, 
thoroughly pulverised rondition of the 
soil.

serious mistake of allowing the canes 
to grow to a height of six or eight 
feet nnd then cut tho ennes hack to 
four feet.

Tho training of the vines Is very 


simple. 
A common practise is to set 


posts from in to 20 feet apart. accord- 
Ing to size, and at a height of three or 
four feet from the ground.

pieces arc nailed on the po;»s. Krom 


the ends of the cross-pieces wires are 
strung, one on each side. This is a 
simple method and serves to/ keep the 
cane within bounds and this aids In

Black 
raspberries 


have rather stiff, upright canes, so 
that under ordinary conditions, no 
wires or trelllsing are necessary. The 
life of the raspberry plant Is usually 
not more than ten years, but with good 
care and rich Bolls it will last much 
longer. 


The berries should be handled care- 


fully and rapidly when marketing. 
Picking should ha done in the cool of 
the day and only a few berries held In 
the hand at one time.

The 
picker wears a. sort of canvas apron. 
Into which the fruit falls. 


During th» Inst few years ojiiltr a 
number of growers of red raspberries 
In various sections have, experienced 


considerable- disappointment, s o m e 
suffering almost the total loss of their 
crop. 
Thn yield of berries was not 


only below normal but the berries 
were not fit to put on the market. 


The cause of the Injury Is a small 


brown beetle, belonging to the same 
family as the buffalo carpet moth and 
the museum pest. This ong,, however, 
has the unusual habit of confining Us 
attack to Jiving plant tissues, instead 
of feeding on animal fibers and tlssuei 
as its near relatives do. This small 
beetle, the Raspberry J=5yturus. feeds 
upon the young leaves and buds of the 
raspberry and the larvae develop in 
the head upon which the berry is 
borne, causing/ the affected berries to 
ripen earlier, and this tends to make 
them small and unfit for market. 


The Injuries ara severe, but are

what local areas. 
It probably has 


some (s« yet undiscovered by scien- 
tific men) Insect enemies which hold 
it In cheek. In most cases, as It sterns 
to disappear after a. few years of 
abundance, during which It Inflicts 
severe Injury on the berries. 
Then 


after a few years It reappears. 


In one report. June Is given as 


the time the Insects commence their 
ivork and other reports glvo May as 
the month. The following Information 
In regard to the Insect will be of In- 
terest to all whose raspberry planta- 
tions arc troubled with these pests: 


"Throughout our country there oc- 


curs on the fruit of the red raspberry 
a small, white worm, which commonly 
remains adhering to the berry when It 
Is gathered, lying usually on the Inner 


side of the cup or cavity In the berry. 
Hereby tho fruit Is rendered unfit for 
the table or for preserving, until it 
has been looked over with the utmost 
care, and the berries closely examined 
one by one. Each berry on which one 
of these worms is found feeding being 
cither thrown away or the worm re- 
moved from It. This Is a most irk- 
some task. and. notwithstanding this 
scrutiny, some of the worms no doubt 
remain and are unconsciously eaten 
with the berries, it being Impossible 
for the most piercing sight to detct 
them 
In every 
instance, 
especially 


those that are young and minute. 


When the worm Is fully grown. It 


drops to the ground and secretes it- 
self under any dead leaves or other 
rubbish which It finds. It forms a 
cell In the dirt 1n which It changes to 
a pupa of pale, dull yellowish color, 
and In this situation remains at rest 
through the winter, and till the middle

buds. In connection with this, thor- 
ough cultivation In the fall, close up 
to the bushes, will destroy many of 
;he pupae. Spraying with arsenate of 
ead is very effective, but In extreme 
cases kerosene emulsion may also be 
used. 
Bordeaux may be added for 


ungous dl?e«Jies, and will help hold 
th« arsenate of lead on th» foliage 
and buds, making the spray slightly 
more efficient than If arsenate of lead 
were used alone.

top of which IB placed a candle-drip 
glass. This In turn Is covered wlUi a

ble™ each with a seed sample betag 
tested for gerrnlnatloTi: B, a single 
glass, shown fitted for testing seedsj 
C, a tumbler with the other aecesor- 
les separated from It; P. the candle- 
wick; E, candlf-glass: F. disc of Wot- 
ting pager bearing seeds; G, watch 
glass used as a cover. 


disc, of blue blottlris paper beaitaS 
the seeds, and this sgsis ccrrsred with 
a plain three-Inch watch glass. Water 
In the tumbler is brought up to tha 
blotting paper, on which the seeds ars 
placed, by a piece of candle wick, th« 
two extremetles of which aro paused 
through the round opening In tho 
bottom of the candle glass and spread 
out on its upper surface beneath th« 
blotting paper. By filling the tumble* 
two-thirds full of water when starting 
the test, no further attention 1* re- 
quired, beyond counting and removing 
the germinating seeds, until the end 
of the test. 
Twenty-eight of thesa 


tumblers with their complements ot 
seeds may be placed side by side in a 
wooden tray and placed in a warm 
plat-e. 


The advantages of this method of 


handling tho seeds are the following: 
(1) The it-holt- tray may b« carried 
nbout conveniently without slopping 
the water over Its edges, a» 1s likely 
to be the case when water for all th» 
tests Is contained In a metal tray. 
(21 Each test Is completely Independ- 
ent, and ran he removed to a-table of 
desk nt any time for inspection, with- 
out dragging thp candle wick out ot 
the water. (3) The glassware may ba 
sterilized in an autoola.v, in case mold* 
have appeared and «eem likely to 
make trouble. (4) The watch gloss** 
are sufficiently low to permit on* to 
see Just what a lot of seeds are doing, 
may be easily removed and returned, 
and give no trouble by drawing up an 
excess of moisture, 


A single outfit complete, consisting 


of tumbler, wick, candle glass, and" 
watch glass, ought to cost 8 to 10 
rent*, according to the qnantltlM of 
each, bought at one time.

getting their own grain hack. There 
Is no other wa:- that It can hi cleaned 
so cheaply and conveniently as by 
having a fanning mill on the farm, 
where the work can be done when the 
weather is unfavorable for other farm 
work.

Dairymen Must 


Move Quickly 


Ry ETTGKYF, PAVKXPORT, Illinois 


Agricultural College. 


A good deal is going to happen tn 


dairying within the next 25 years. 
Dairy husbandry represents the. most 
Intensive form of agriculture practiced 
on this side of tha water. 
We have 


been so busy about othar things that 


A good dairy cow. 


wo have not yet settled down to the 
development of the Industry in this 
country. I think the Individual dalry- 
mnn hns his attention too exclusively 
on bis personal affairs, and too little 
upon the industry he represents. When 
I sen a man advocating a system of 
buying cows Instead of feeding them I 
know that he is looking at it purely 
from the individual standpoint. 
He 


knows, or ought to know, that no 
business can thrive on that basis. 


What you need to do and what we 


all need to do—flnd do it quick—is to 
attend to those things that will es- 
tablish the dairy business as a whole 
upon a solid basis. 


There are three tbJngs that today 


menace, the prosperity of the dairy 
business: 
First, the inefficient cow; 


get rid of hor. 
Second, antiquated, 


unsanitary methods: and third, the 
general public, our consumers, do not 
realize ns they ought the food value 
of dairy products. 
How do milk, but- 


ter or cheese, compare In tho best 
markets as a food product—value for 
value—with tho other products of this 
country? No comparison! 


What we need Is to havo three cam- 


paigns of education—one among our- 
selves for better cows, another among 
ourselves for better methods In order 
to make a better product, and another 
among the consumers to help them 
realize what dairy products are really 
worth. 


It ls\up to tho dairymen to educate 


both themselves and the general pub- 
lic and I believe they can do It. We 
must look a long way ahead. 
There 


are some things that must be done 
now for the Improvement of dairying 
20 years from now. 


Ten quarts of corn, or its equivalent 


should feed a hen ten weeks, If she Is 
of a large breed, but ten quarts in 
three months if she belongs to one of 
the small breeds. 


The Cow Needs Rest 


Most farmers seem to breed the cow 


with no concern as to her resourceful- 
nnns or enduring qualities. She Is bred 
at nn enrly age; bred again Just as 
soon as possible after her first calving; 
held right to her milk ns nearly as 
possible to her next calving time and 
handled thus until she la worn out and 
no longer useful. 


With such management her unborn 


calf will have much of Its sustenance 
taken from It on account of 
the 


nourishment going toward keeping up 
the cow which results in a weakened 
offspring and which Influence gradu- 
ally wields a most deteriorating effect 
on the grade of the herd in general, 
einco each suocsgdlng calf will be still 
mor« undesirable than the one before 
It 


We have seen cows whose nature re- 


helled against such treatment and in- 
variably these animals positively re- 
fused to com* in sufficient heat to bs 
gotten with calf. This show* conclu- 
sively that the cow requires and de- 
serves a short period of rest from her 
labors every season. 


We aim to give the cow about a 


three or four months' rest out of every 
season, feeding and caring for her 
with a view to Intensive dairying the 
remainder of the year. This not only 
enables the cow to do her best while 
being milked, but yields us greater re- 
turns for the time and labor expended 
in handling her and her dairy pro- 
ducts. 


Of course, the game rule will not 


apply to each individual member of 
the herd aa some can be dried up with 
very little effort -while some will milk 
right up to the time they drop their 
calf. 


In either case we discontinue feed- 


Ing those rations which are conducive 
to a profuse milk flow for from two 
to four months before calving time, 
and so far, we have always been suc- 
cessful in drying up any cow In time 
to allo^v her a good rest before It was 
necessary to begin milking her again.

Sanitary By the 


Use of Whitewash 


Sanitary methods are now a part of 


th« day's work on modern 
farms. 


Barns, hog pens, dairy buildings, every 
farm building. In fact, should be-kept 
sweet and fresh and clean hy a liberal 
and frequent application of whitewash 


Every up-to-date- farm should have a 


spray pump. 


or some good disinfectant 
Poultry 


buildings, In particular, should receive 
especial care to prevent lice and mites 
taking away all the profits from the 
poultry. 


Good 
disinfectants 
destroy 
the 


germs of contagious diseases, the ex- 
ternal parasites such as lice and mites, 
and the embryos of intestinal worms. 
Disinfectants should be thoroughly ap- 
plied to the Interior of the houses, 
worked Into all the cracks and crev- 
ices, spread over the ceiling and the 
floor, the roosts, dropping boards, and 
nest boxes. 
At the same time, the 


feeding and drinking troughs should 
he 
disinfected 
by 
pouring 
boiling 


water into them and drying them in 
the sun. The disinfectants are most 
easily applied to the walls and ceilings 
with a spray pump. 
A hand pump 


should be. on every farm—It la useful 
for spraying small trees as well as 
buildings. 


Xot much use to spray the chicken 


house and roost unless every bit of 
surface is covered, because tho pestif- 
erous lice breed rapidly and If one 
Inch of this space Is left uncovered 
great colonies will quickly spring up. 


It Is highly necessary to have tha 


dairy cows comfortable if. they ara to 
produce the best results. x

Wheat Soil 


There is a quite common Idea that 


tho difference in quality of wheat 
grown in different localities Is due 
to the effect of the different soil types 
upon the composition. In order to 
ascertain whether thU be true the 
writer, In an experiment conducted in 
another state, shipped soil from each 
of two localities, where wheat ot 
widely different quality 1s grown, to 
the other, and after carefully placing 
the soil bock into ae nearly Its natural 
condition as possible, planted seed 
wheat from each locality upon both 
the native and th« transferred soil at 
both places. This was repeated for 
two years, and each year the wheat 
was of one quality when grown at 
one place, regardless of the kind of 
soil upon which It grew, and of a dif- 
ferent quality when grown at the 
other place. 
Further, the wheat 


which grew on the different soils, at 
either place, was as nearly alike as 
any two samples grown on adjacent 
plots of the same soil were found to 
be. 


A similar experiment which Is being 


conducted by the. United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in which soil has 
been shipped from Virginia and Cal- 
ifornia to Kahsas, and from Kansas 
and California to Virginia, and seeded 
to wheat In the same way. is giving 
precisely similar results. It appears. 
therefore, that the composition of the 
soil has very Httlo Influence upon the 
quality of the wheat which grows on 
It. 
The moisture content of soil, es- 


pecially during the period when the 
grain is filling, does have a very 
marked effect upon tha quality of the 
wheat—R. W. Thatcher. 


SOWING CLOVER ON \V1NTKR 


WHEAT. 


Many farmers make a practice of 


sowing their clover seed upon the 
winter wheat early in the spring, 
depending upon the a'ternate freezing 
and thawing of tho ground to work 
the s«ed down Into the crevices. 


I have made It a practice iro sow my 


clover seed on winter wheat in the 
spring for a number of years and find 
that it has a number of advantages. 
Grass and clover eeed require a firm, 
compact seed bed. 


In my own practice I prefer to de- 


lay the sowing of tha clover seed until 
the ground is dry enough to harrow 
and apply the seed with a wheel-bar- 
row seeder and give the wh:at a har- 
rowing with a light smoothing harrow 
with the teeth set well aslant. This 
covers the clover seeds and proves 
very beneficial to the wheat crop, es- 
pecially 
during the 
dry 
seasons. 


Either method Is preferable to sowing 
seed with spring grain crops. 


Plant radish seed every ten days 


so you will have fresh, tender ones 
for a. long season. 


Plows and Harrows 


The value of a plow or other fanri 


Implement consists of Its doing tho 
thing wo want It to do. 
The plow " 


with a light draft simply turns and, 
. 


cuts the. furrow with the least resist- 
ance, resulting In very smooth work 
to look upon, but its effect upon tha 
soil is not nearly so valuable as that of 
tho plow that runs harder and1 gives 
more resistance to the soil and breaks 
it up finer. 
The plow that has a 


harder draft goes through the soil and 
not only breaks It up and turns a fur- 
row, but in the process it grinds and 
pulveri7es It Into smaller particle*. 
\ 


The more thoroughly the soil li 


broken up, the more the plant food Is 
made available and plant, food Is what 
we are after. 
In purchasing plow* 


we want to study their construction 
with this In mind. 


The same applies to the selection of 


the harrow. The harrow that has an 
easy draft cannot do as (food work ai 
one that moves more soil and runs 
deeper. A harrow should do smooth 
work and incorporate the vegetabla 
matter and fertilizer* with the soil In 
a uniform manner. 


The function of the. harrow 1« td 


still further reduce and refine soil par- 
ticles, because In every process of re- 
finement we are getting at the plant 
food which is still so abundant in our 
soil. 


On the average farm tvhere thers 


are various types of soil, a disk har- 
row, a spring tooth harrow and a. 
smoothing harrow are practical neces- 
sities. It Is worse than folly for farm- 
ers to spend for commercial fertilizers 
or chemical plant foods until they 
havo first made use of that which Is so 
plentiful In their own soil at the pres- 
ent time. 


I am a firm friend of fertilizers but 


I do not believe in buying them until 
we have made use of every method ol! 
getting at the plant food already con- 
tained In our soils. 


Do not forget that the Implement* 


and machines on the farm represent 
an investment, and that when exposed 
to the weather they deteriorate rap- 
idly, thus making the upkeep and 
original cost a heavier charge against 
the equipment

e!«J!*tI of the department of agricul- 
ture Indicate that In certain sections 
there U a serious waste of a valuable 
food, due to the fact that many house- 
wive* do not appreciate tho value of 
TO«t In eooklne and do not know how 
t& use It. As a result many throw good 
food suet Into the garbage pall, or else 
In rare ca>«» u«e It with meat trim- 
Inlnrs for soap making. 
Many are 


Unaware that suet possesses the same 
food valuo 
HI> lard, and 
If properly 


tried out IB a satisfactory substitute 
for frying purposes, for shortening, 
and In making savory fats. Apparent- 
ly some of the cook books have misled 
th» Amerlcai 
housewife by stating 


that euet 1« good only for soap making. 
'In Europe, however, this food Is care- 
fully kept and rendered, and in Ger- 
many, suet and lard are used inter- 
changeably for frying and shortening. 


Suet Is the hard fat about the kid- 


neys and loins In beef and mutton 
which corresponds to tho fat of hogs 
from which leaf lard Is made. Those 
who do not know how to render it 
object to the hardness of ruet and to 
Its special flai'or. Fresh suet, however. 
can be so rendered as to make n soft. 
usable fat, practically f: 
distinctive lavor or odor]

Nine Out of Ten "Sick" 


Hogs Have Cholera 


It Is estimated that at least 90 p*i 


cent of all deaths of hogs from dts< 
ease in the United States are caused 
by hog cholera. 
Therefore. In tht 


case of any fatal outbreak, the chancej 
are about nine to one that the caus« 
Is hog: cholera. It Is true that othe* 
Infections may and do frequently com- 
plicate outbreaks of hog cholera, but 
In such cases the germ of hog cholera 
Is the primary cause of the disease; 
and If we can take care of. the germ 
of hog cholera the pljr will usually 
overcome the other Infection himself. 
I The symptoms exhibited by hogs 
fflck of hog cholera are not sufficiently 
distinct from those produced by other 
maladies so that a positive diagnosis 
can be made only through a careful 
consideration of a number of other 
factors In connection with the symp- 
toms. 
From a practical standpoint 


the Important thing Is to recognize 
hog cholera as soon as possible after 
its appearance in a herd In order that 
anti-hogr-cholera sevum may be ap- 
plied before the disease progresses 
too far. Good serum may be depended 
upon to protect well hogs, and «v«n to 
cure a large percentage of those In 
the earliest stages of the disease, but 
It will not be of much avail -wlien 
used upon hogs that are already yli- 
Ibly sick. 


The following suggestions to farm- 


ers are offered as an aid to the early 
recognition of hog cholera In a herd: 


'1.

condition and health of hogs on other 
farms In your neighborhood. 
Slclt 


hogs on a. neighboring farm are a 
positive menace, for the germs of hog 
cholera are easily carried on the. feet 
of men or animals. 


2. 
Look over your herd regularly

promptly discovered. 


3. 
It" any hogs In the herd are 


j found to be "off feed" or appear In 
anywise sick, separate them 
Imme- 


diately from the remainder of th» 
herd, and keep them and the main 
herd under close observation dally. If 
there, is a tendency for the disease to 
spread In the herd th; trouble Is prob- 
ably hog cholera. This diagnosis may 
be confirmed by killing one of the slcK 
animals and examining the organs. 


4. When the first symptoms of sick- 


ness 
are 
observed

change of feed sometimes corrects 
the trouble. This is particularly tru» 
of swill fed hogs.

If there Is any tendency for th» 


disease to spread In the herd do not 
temporize, but Immediately treat the 
herd with serum from the state college 
or state live stock sanitary board. 
Prompt administration of the serum li 
essential to success.

This Destructive Orchard Pest is Found in Practically Every State in 


the Union. No Other Insect has Caused so Much 


Damage to Fruit as the San Jose Scale.

Concen'rl1; circles are 


usually apparent between this nipple 
and the outside edge-. 
The. scaly cov- 


ering Is formed at the edge In con- 
centric, layers or additions. 
The cov- 


ering of the male is different In shape 
from that of the female. 
While that 


of the fem.ilft is nearly circular In out- 
line, the armor of the full-grown male 
seal,-- Is nearly always elongated. 


Tho color of the shell or covering 


varies greatly, sometimes being a light 
srey: sometimes being nearly black. 
It frenuontly turns dark If the Insects 
are killed when half grown. If killed 
when fully grown the shells 
often 


assume a light grey color, nnd finally 
drop from the twigs. 
If we lift this 


shell or covering with a pin or point 
of a knife, we, will s«e underneath a 
small yellow object, ovai or circular 
in outline, which appears like a bit of 
yellow jelly. This is the insect proper. 


Shape of Ear of Corn

H t u d y of the relation of shape of ear 
to yi«-ld of corn, concludes that slightly 
tapering parent ears give the highest 
yield.

THE ASPARAGUS 
BED. 


An old asparagus bed can be re- 


newed In vigor by covering It freely 
with stable manure In late fall or 
early 
winter, leaving 
the 
manure 


there, to leach out Into the soil all 
winter, removing the coarse part In 
the spring, such as would Impede the 
cultivator. 
When spring comes cul- 


tivate, hut not too deep, with the 
horse cultivator, and clear out the 
weeds and grass with a hoe, being 
careful not to cut off the new growth 
which springs up very early In the 
spring. 
Perhaps it would be better 


to weed the patch out by hand rather 
than 
to

Alfalfa Excellent for Raising Sheep 


Alfalfa has Become Well-nigh Indispensible to the Live-stock 


Grower. From Comparative Obscurity it has Come Into Promi- 


nence During the Past Ten or Fifteen Years in a Manner 


Never Before Equalled by Another Known Plant. 


By B. .T. KIXZER 


Thn use of alfalfa cannot be too 


strongly urjred with sheep, either the 
breeding or fattening stock. 
As the 


method of farming has become more 
Intensified and the open range grows 
less each year, an acre of a'falfa must 
be made to takn the place of many 
acres of range pasture. 


Sheep, being ruminants, are able to 


handle a much more bulkly feed than, 
horses. A breeding flock of sheep can 
be carried'through the winter season 
very successfully with but little grain 
In addition to alfalfa hay. 
Ordinarily 


the first cutting of alfalfa la not as 
good for sheep ns the second and third 
cuttings, as it is usually coarse and 
stemmy and sheep do not eat these 
stems readily. 


It Is about as safe to pasture old 


sheep on alfalfa as It is cattle. -They 
thrive on It and make excellent gains, 
but sheep bloat easily and there is 
likely to be a little losa from this 
source. 
Lambs can be pastured on 


alfalfa with but little danger of bloat, 
and the way they grow on alfalfa Is 
a delight to the shepherd. They should 
never be put on the pasture when 
they are empty and hungry, and It Is 
always well to allow them access to 
some dry feed and keep them oft the 
alfalfa until the dew Is off; also on 
damp days. A mixture of alfalfa and 
brome-grass or alfalfa and orchard- 
grass is a safer pasture than alfalfa 
alone. 


A flock of ewes and lambs can be 


grazed for a short time each day on 
alfalfa with but little danger of any 
loss. 
If a lamb-oreep can be 
ar- 


ra.nged from the sheep corral to an 
alfalfa pasture, the lambs will soon 
laarn what It is intended for and will 


do far better on It than If confined te 
a dry yard. Newly seeded alfalfa, can 
he pastured with lees danger of bloat 
than an old field, and the packing of 
the ground by the sheep passing over 
it Is frequently a great benefit to th« 
alfalfa. 


As B roughage for fattening cheep 


alfalfa hay has no eoual. a.nd cages oi 
-Bloat from the hay are exceedingly 
rare. It can be fad either whole or 
cut. and fed with grain. Many prefer 
this method of feeding, claiming that 
there Is less wants by it. 
In feeding 


experiments nothing has been found 


Pure-bred ewes wintered on alfalfa 


without grain. 


for roughage that equals alfalfa for 
fattening sheep. 
In an 
experiment 


at the Kansas station, alfalfa and 
prairie hay were compared as rough- 
ages. In the teat the grain ration was 
corn and cottonseed meal for both 
lots. Those receiving alfalfa hay made 
an average dally gain of .335 pounds 
per head, while the lot on prairie hay 
made only .188 pounds per head dally, 
the alfalfa lot making almost twice aa 
great gains. 
The alfalfa seemed to 


give the lambs a better appetite and 
they were always ready for their grain, 
and as soon as their grain was cleaned 
up they were ready for the alfalfa. 


FEEDING NOTES. 


Where the dry feed system Is adopt- 


ed, tho fowls should be watered at 
the time they are fed. 


There is not much danger of over- 


fattening the laying hen. 


You cannot offend the hen by giving 


her a dish of buttermilk. 


Soft food increases egg production. 


Has your farm a silo? If not, yon 


had better enlighten yourself more 
concerning their great valuo in the 
dairying business. A silo enables the 
farmer to store a greater amount of 
feed in less space than he can other- 
wise 
do. 
It 
requires 
double the 


amount of space to store the same 
amount of dry nutrients and rough- 
age. 
' 


Remove all straw stacks and piles 


of trash or lumber that harbor rats. 


AIRING THE 


One may air the eggs In an Incu- 


bator In two ways. One method 1s to 
air some every day at the, night turn- 
Ing, 
or in the morning, should the 


temperature he found a trifle high, 
and the other way is to turn the eggs 
slowly to inhale fresh air and to con- 
fine the real cooling to one or two 
periods when eggs have been Incu- 
bated fifteen and seventeen days and 
to cool them down until the shells are 
actually cold. 
The best hatches aro 


often the result of such cooling, es- 
pecially in warm weather. 


Some attention should be given to 


the crops preceding alfalfa. 
It is al- 


ways Important to have It come after 
a crop which leaves the ground as free 
as possible from weed seeds. This U 
a great helr> In getting a good stand.
